How do hogs affect 
your feeding program? 


ANY Iowa hog farmers have changed to a program of Nu- 
trena complete hog feeds.

Support rates 
for grains in Iowa run some one 
to 5 cents lower.

(Milk support is an estimate, 
figuring 75% of parity under 
new revised rates. In 1958, corn 
was supported at the two rates, 
one for compliance corn and the 
other for non-compliance corn. 
Weighted average support figure 
for all corn last year is around 
$1.14 a bushel.) 

USDA soon will announce a 
support rate for milk that will 
go into effect on April 1. Math- 
ematical changes in computing 
parity is expected to lower the 
dairy support about 8 cents 

Supports were set at the low- 
est legal minimum last year, 75 
percent of parity. And Secre- 
tary Benson is expected to con- 
tinue supports at this level for 
the new marketing year. 

Corn produced anywhere in 
the United States that meets 
quality and storage requirements 
will be eligible for support this 
year. The $1.12 figure is 90 
percent of the preceding 3-year 
average price of corn received 
by farmers. 

The minimum price of $1.12 
will not be lowered but may be 
increased on Oct. 1 in case parity 
rises, or if final figures show a 
higher average price for 1958. 

Supports on feed grains 
other than corn have been 
lowered to 60 percent of 
parity. 


The corn support, based on 
3-year moving average, is about 
66 percent of parity. USDA’s 
new parity mathematics lowered 
all figures somewhat. 

James G. Patton, president of 
National Farmers Union, at- 
tacked Benson for supporting 
other feed grains lower than 
corn. 

“Both the letter and the spirit 
of the law are clear,” Patton 
says. “Under it, Benson should 
have set supports for oats at 61 
cents instead of 50 cents.” 

“Based on feed value, the 
grain sorghum support should 
be $2. The rates for barley 
should be 93 cents, and for rye, 
$1.10.” 

” * * 
GECRET: ARY BENSON has 
"been sparring with both the 
house and senate ag committees 
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on new farm legislation. He has 
changed his requests but little 
from previous years. 

He’s asked that the secretary 
of agriculture have the author- 
ity to fix price supports between 
75 and 90 percent of the average 
market price. He also asks for 
a drastically tightened wheat 
program, or a relaxed one with 
sharply lower price support 
levels. 

He backed up President Eisen- 
hower in recommending that 
REA interest rates be raised, and 
that co-ops get part of their 
loans from private sources. The 
co-ops are fighting this one hard, 
and it’s unlikely that congress 
will take steps to raise their in- 
terest rates above the present 
2 percent in this session. 

= = 
J SESNSION of the conserva- 

- tion reserve program was re- 
quested by Benson. He 
offers a feasible way to accomp- 
lish, on a voluntary basis, effec- 
tive adjustment without regi- 
mentation and without govern- 
ment purchase of land 

A total of 23.2 million 
is expected to be retired in the 
program this year. An estimated 
13.2 million acres will be added 
in the current signup to the 
some 10 million acres signed 
up in previous years 

USDA estimates that 3.7 mil- 
lion acres, land that otherwise 
would have been in corn, will be 
in the soil bank this year. It 
would have produced some 143 
million bushels. 

About three-fourths of the 
land included in applications 
for 1959 contracts involve farm 
units on which all the cropland 
was offered for retirement. 

“In many instances the pro- 
gram is speeding up trends that 
have been underway for a num- 
ber of years, and are generally 
recognized as being desirable,” 
says Benson. 
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Work on the 

proposed new direct pay- 
ment farm program is progress- 
ing slowly. The bill’s backers 
have found quite a bit of senti- 
ment for the idea in general 
But they run into a lot of trou- 
ble and opposition when they 
start spelling out the details of 
how it will be operated. 

A sizeable block of Democrats 
are in favor of strengthening the 
present farm law, rather than 
writing an entirely new and dif- 
ferent one 

Nevertheless, it is Democratic 
strategy to write some kind of a 
new farm bill this year, even 
if it simply means a veto by the 
president. At least it will give 
them something to talk about 
in next year’s campaigns.

Appropriations 
get early attention 


ILLS BEGAN to pile up as 

individual legislators raced 
to beat the spring recess. Fol- 
lowing this 10-day recess, only 
committee bills can be intro- 
duced. 

Appropriations were getting 
earlier attention this year—prob- 
ably to force the governor’s 
decision on them before the 
legislature adjourns. Two years 
ago, the governor vetoed some 
appropriation and tax bills after 
the session ended. The result 
was a halt in the capital im- 
provements program of the 
schools and institutions under 
the board of regents. 


The senate has already passed 
a $16,242,300 capital improve- 
ment appropriation for restoring 
this building program. The same 
bill has been introduced in the 
house. 

Another veto is not likely. 
The 1949 “rainy day’ reserve 
fund of more than $20 million 
has been transferred to the 
state’s general fund. The gov- 
ernor and legislature are sup- 
posed to have agreed that this 
will be used mainly for a build- 
ing program at state schools and 
institutions. 


The senate has also voted to 
appropriate $15 million to pay 
more of the agricultural land 
tax credits. This would replace 
the $1042 million currently on 
the books. This would pay an 
estimated 75 percent of current 
claims. 

Here are some of the bills 
with special farm interest intro- 
duced or acted upon since the 
last issue: 


House Bilis 


324. Allows counties to pay the 
salaries and necessary expenses of 
the county weed commissioner and 
his deputies out of the county weed 
eradication and equipment fund as 
well as the general fund. 

335. Requires all persons or cor- 
porations engaged in the purchase 
or sale of livestock for a remunera- 
tion to maintain such records as 
required by the department of ag- 
riculture, even tho they never ac- 
quire title to such livestock. 

350. Permits combining the 
duties of some officers and em- 
ployees within county governments. 

352. Permits county sheriff to 
appoint an additional full-time uni- 
formed deputy sheriff to patrol 
secondary roads. Appointment is 
to be approved by board of super- 
visors. 

354. Dissolves all existing school 
districts and county school sys- 
tems. Transfers the functions 
of school and educational districts 
to 99 county school units and 20 
intermediate school units created 
by the act. Aimed to equalize tax 
burdens, to give uniform assessing 
of property within each county dis- 
trict, and to eliminate both rivalry 
for high valuation territories and 
refusal to take on existing rural 
and independent districts which are 
liabilities. 

379. Changes the time for school 
elections from March to September. 

381. Licenses sheep shearers. Re- 
quires that all shearing equipment 
be disinfected before and after 
shearing animals in flocks of sepa- 
rate ownership, even when not 
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shearing for hire. Both shearers 
and flock owners to report all sus- 
picious conditions of sheep scab. 

382. Permits addition of vita- 
mins to milk, and legalizes use of 
paper cartons in sale of milk and 
milk products. 

412. Makes it possible to use 
farm-to-market road money to re- 
surface a farm-to-market road 
which has already been surfaced. 
So far, only the original surfacing 
was approved. 

413. Permits counties having a 
population of 50,000 or less to in- 
erease levy for fairground fund 
from one-fourth mill to one-half 
mill. 

416. Permits county boards of 
supervisors to adopt building codes, 
electrical codes, and heating and 
ventilating codes for new construc- 
tion and remodeling outside of 
municipal boundary lines.

Inoculation helps 
legume yields 


Nitrogen-fixing bacteria cai 
give plants good start |) 


By Dick Seim 

OR 50 CENTS per bushel of legume 

seed, you can increase forage yields 
by up to 20 percent. 

Fifty cents is about the price of in- 
oculating a bushel of legume seed with 
nitrogen-fixing bacteria. And forage pro- 
duction boosts of 20 percent are possible 
with effective bacteria strains. 


Inoculation will do more than in- 
crease yield, too. The protein content 
and quality of the crop will be im- 
proved. 


These advantages are due to the ability 
of the nitrogen-fixing bacteria. They can 
take nitrogen from the air and make it 
available for plant use. 

Inoculation places these bacteria around 
the seed. When seeds begin growth, the 
bacteria invade root hairs. They mul- 
tiply rapidly. 

The legume forms nodules—the bumpy 
little growths you see on roots of legumi- 
nous plants. Here the nitrogen-fixers 
live and work. 

The amount of nitrogen they fix de- 
pends on the legume, soil, and climatic 
factors. But it can be considerable. 


“It may equal 100 pounds or more 
per acre per year,” says soil scientist 
W. P. Martin, University of Minne- 
sota. 


Even 75 pounds of nitrogen taken from 
the air is equal to the nitrogen in 74% 
tons of manure, 227 pounds of ammonium 
nitrate, or 2,500 pounds of 3-12-12 fer- 
tilizer. 

Making sure the right nitrogen-fixing 
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bacteria are present in your legume seed- 
ings is a cheap way to buy nitrogen. 

“It’s best to inoculate legumes before 
every planting,” specialist Martin says. 

Not all soils contain the bacteria neces- 
sary to promote legume growth. Even 
where the legume to be planted has been 
grown before, the best bacteria strains 
may not be present. 

This was shown in a Wisconsin study. 
One hundred soybean fields were ex- 
amined, and soybean bacteria isolated. 

When the bacteria were tested, only 25 
percent proved to be effective strains. 
Fifty percent were average; the rest poor 
or ineffective. 

In Kansas, 217 strains of alfalfa and 
sweet clover bacteria were isolated. Tests 
showed that 27 percent of these fixed 
a high amount of nitrogen. A _ small 
amount was fixed by 21 percent. The 
rest did a so-so job. 


Inoculating legume seed each time 
you plant puts a vigorous nitrogen- 
fixing strain back in the field. 


Nodules will form early on seed that’s 
well inoculated. Seedlings get off to a 
good start. They show a healthy, dark 
green color. 

“Inoculation seems to help the seeding 
get going,” says Elmer Larsen, Shelby 
county, lowa. 

“I’ve always inoculated legume seed, 
and I’ve always got a stand,” Alvin 
Schnack, a neighbor of Larsen’s, reports 

“Inoculation is good insurance,” agrees 
John Sporrer, Carroll county, lowa. “I 
never seed legumes without inoculating.” 

Good results indicate that these farm- 
ers are using the right inoculant for the 


LEGUMES within each 
group are effectively in- 
oculated by the same 
strains of nitrogen-fixing 
bacteria.

legumes they're planting. That’s im- 
portant. 

A strain of bacteria that’s desirable for 
alfalfa won't be effective for red clover, 
for example. You must specify the crop 
when you buy an inoculant or culture 

There are crops that benefit from the 
same strains of bacteria. Legumes are 
divided into seven groups for this pur- 
pose 

They are the alfalfa, clover, soybean, 
pea and vetch, cowpea, bean, and lupine 
groups. Some of the common legumes 
within each group are listed in the ac- 
companying table 


In addition to these groups, some 
legumes require specific strains of 
bacteria for effective nodulation. 
Birdsfoot trefoil is one of these. 


While getting the right inoculant is 
one necessity, applying it properly is an- 
other important requirement. Specific 
instructions for using commercial cul- 
tures are found on container labels 

The inoculant should be mixed with 
water and applied to the seed. Or, the 
seed may be moistened and the inocu- 
lant mixed in 

A commercial preparation for apply- 
ing inoculant to the seed is on the mar- 
ket. It contains materials that bind the 
inoculant to the seed. Some farmers use 
milk, starch, molasses and similar materi- 
als to do this 

After seed has been inoculated, it 
should be planted as soon as possible. 
Seed held over 48 hours should be re- 
inoculated for best results 


The bacteria in inoculants perish 
quickly under dry, warm conditions. 
Inoculated seed should be protected 
from sun and wind until it’s planted. 


Remember, too, that seed disinfectants 
kill legume bacteria. Don’t let inoculated 
seed come in contact with these chemicals. 
Caustic lime or mixed fertilizers also are 
harmful to the bacteria 

Inoculation does add another job to 
seeding operations. Some farmers avoid 
this and still get inoculant benefits by 
buying pre-inoculated seed 

The time required to finish the inocula- 
tion job is not great. And the financial 
investment is small. Yet getting the right 
nitrogen-fixing bacteria on legume seed 
really pays off in better quality, higher 
yielding crops

ORE AND MORE city people are 
coming to look upon farmers with 
disfavor.

Our mail brings many news releases, 
newspapers, and reports that present 
favorable arguments for big business and 
big labor. But no one seems to be trying 
to get the farm story to the public. 

We sorely need a capable public rela- 
tions agency for agriculture! 


Face up to 


EBATE over farm programs seems 

to go on continually. Most of it is 
simply a rehashing of old ideas, and it gets 
sort of tiresome. 

In view of this, we appreciated the 
remarks made by one of the Farm Insti- 
tute speakers. He is Willard W. Cochrane, 
an economist from the University of 
Minnesota, now a visiting professor at 
the University of Chicago. 

He seemed to slice thru the “fat” that 
surrounds the problem, and get right 
down to basic issues. 

“We've been having our cake and eat- 
ing it, too,” says Cochrane, “for 7 or 8 
years. Farmers have been riding on one 
of the largest surplus disposal programs 
ever known in the history of the world! 

“I know you'd like to go on producing 
all you can or want to—and let the public 
pick up the check,” he points out. “But, 
you can’t do it.

We Can Use More Beef! 


HERE WERE some cries of alarm 

after the release of the Jan 1 cattle 
inventory. Numbers of all cattle were up 
about 4 percent from a year earlier. 

Beef cattle numbers were up 7 percent. 
Beef cow numbers were 5 percent higher, 
and beef heifer numbers jumped 12 per- 
cent. 

The increase in our national beef herd 
comes after the shallowest cycle “bottom” 
in history. The last peak in numbers was 
in 1956, and the bottom was hit a year 
ago. So we had an extremely short, 2- 
year downturn in numbers. 


Is this bad? We don’t think so. 
We have considerable excess food pro- 
duction capacity in United States. 


But the demand for beef appears to be 
expanding steadily. Our per capita con- 
sumption is running 15-20 percent higher 
than 10-12 years ago. Yet cattle prices 
have been good! 

Consumers show a growing willingness 
to pay good prices for beef, even tho they 
have cheaper alternatives (poultry meats) 
at the market. Folks are eating more 
beef, and they indicate they want still 
more. 

Over one million head of live cattle 
were imported last year to help fill this 
demand. Dressed beef imports zoomed to 
six times the previous year in the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1958. 


In view of this situation, it’s wise 
to continue to boost production grad- 
ually. 


toblem 


“At the present level of farm prices, 
nearly 8 percent of farm production is 
moving into government hands under the 
current program. 

“Confronted with this situation, we 
have had neither the courage to (1) turn 
off the flow with effective supply con- 
trol measures, or (2) turn off the flow by 
putting agriculture thru the wringer (a 
return to free markets with low prices 
and income). 

“Farm policy-wise, we seem to be at 
dead center—we can’t act. Meanwhile, 
output continues to expand, and surpluses 
pile up.” 

Cochrane points out that most of us 
are still looking for a painless solution, 
such as boosting exports enough to use 
up our surpluses. 

But as spelled out in the article on page 
94, hopes for exporting our problem are 
not too good. Soon a decision will have 
to be made.

We have a product consumers want, one 
they’re willing to pay good prices for, 
and one that uses a lot of farm resources 

The inventory shows that Iowa and 
other cornbelt states are increasing their 
share of the beef business. Meanwhile 
the much-publicized cattle buildup in the 
south has slowed to a walk. 

We're learning how to boost yields of 
roughage crops, and how to utilize them 
better. The development of a 30 to 40- 
ton silage crop would give us the feed to 
keep a lot more beef cows in this region 
And corn and sorghums that will do it 
are not an impossibility, by any means 

Alongside the healthy buildup in beef 
cow numbers is an equally healthy de- 
cline in the dairy cow inventory. Milk 
cow numbers dropped about 3 percent 
in the last year. Higher production per 
cow held total milk production about 
stable. 


But our expanding population 
will catch up on milk production in 
a few years if we continue to sell off 
the culls. 


Artificial insemination, which is de- 
creasing the number of bulls on dairy 
farms, plus dropping dairy cow numbers, 
has put a premium on “hamburger” beef. 
This is likely to continue for the foresee- 
able future. 

Hot dogs and hamburger are popular 
meat items, especially with children. 
Strong canner and cutter prices help 
both the beef and dairy business. 
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THE NATIONAL FARM INSTITUTE 
audience was the most attentive one I’ve 
seen for some time. Farm leaders are 
getting more and more concerned about 
the plight of agriculture, and the appar- 
ent absence of any easy way out. 


ONE SCARY IDEA occurred to me 
while I was listening to speeches made 
by Sen. Hickenlooper and Rep. Cooley. 
To what degree are our political deci- 
sions based on purely emotional appeal? 
How much on speaking ability? The men, 
both on agricultural committees in con- 
gress, were selected for their opposing 
views. 


HICKENLOOPER read his speech. He 
lost his place several times, and in gen- 
eral appeared unsure of himself and his 
topic. In other words, the ideas he pre- 
sented didn’t get much “sell.” Yet I 
rated his speech the soundest of the two. 


COOLEY is a skillful, off - the - cuff 
speaker. He used many tricks of the 
trade to get the audience on his side. 
Several of his statements, more emotional 
than factual, brought spontaneous bursts 
of applause 


YET COOLEY completely reversed 
himself on one point during his speech.

A MINNESOTA ECONOMIST comes 
up with the same story. Reynold P. Dahl 
says “There is nothing inherently bad 
about a debt on your farm. It is fre 
quently to your advantage to partially 
own an efficient-sized farm rather than 
to own in full a farm that is too small.” 


FARM HIRED LABOR needs were at 
an all-time high in Iowa in mid-February, 
according to the lowa Employment Se 
curity Commission. This indicates that 
farm labor demand will far exceed the 
number of locally available workers when 
the hiring peak is reached in March. Sev- 
eral offices reported starting wages $15 
to $25 a month higher than a year ago 
Cash wages for married men range from 
$150 to $300 a month, and from $100 to 
$200 for single farm hands 


CORN CAPTURES more energy from 
the sun than almost any other crop, says 
Dr. George D. Scarseth. It can be grown 
in most of U. S., but the cooler northern 
edges of the present cornbelt hold some

IGGEST NEWS in USDA's Jan. 1 live- 
stock inventory report was the 4 per- 
cent increase in cattle numbers. Every- 
one expected an increase, but guesses 
varied on its size 
Total number of cattle on farms and 
ranches was placed at 96.9 million head— 
about the same as the 1956 record high 
Size of the increase was about 3’ mil- 
lion head. This is considered a big in- 
crease tho it’s far behind the 6 million 
head added in each of 1951 and 1952 


This increase takes on added im- 
portance to beef producers when the 
3 percent drop in dairy animals is 
considered. Beef animals not only 
picked up the entire increase, but 
made up for the drop in dairy ani- 
mals, too. 


Increased feed supplies on both ranches 
and farms along with good cattle prices 
have encouraged herd expansion. Beef 
cow and calf slaughter dropped sharply 
during 1958 

As a result, beef cow numbers are up 
5 percent—nearly to the Jan. 1, 1956 
peak. lowa farmers have 7 percent more 
beef cows than a year ago. Look for a 
somewhat larger calf crop this summer 
And probably some increase in number 
of calves on the market this fall. 

Number of beef heifers in the nation 
is up to an all-time high. It’s likely, too, 
that a larger number of heifer calves are 
being held back. This, along with the in- 
crease in cows, sets the stage for big 
calf crops in the years just ahead 


Number of milk cows and heifers 
continued to decline from the peak 
set back in 1945. The present num- 
ber is the smallest since 1921. 


This trend carried thru most of the 
nation. Wisconsin, California, and Penn- 
sylvania showed no change. All other im- 
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portant dairy states had fewer dairy cows 
and heifers. 

This, of course, is bringing smaller 
price support purchases of dairy products 
in 1959. 

Nationally, the decrease in dairy num- 
bers amounted to 3 percent. The Iowa 
total was down only 2 percent 

As expected, the number of hogs on 
farms was the largest since 1952. The 
corn-hog ratio during much of 1958 was 
at record levels. Partly as a result, the 
fall pig crop was 17 percent larger than 
a year earlier 

The increase also reflects an increased 
number of sows and gilts held on farms 
for spring farrowing. This figure showed 
an 11 percent increase. Iowa farmers re- 
ported a similar increase in sows and 
gilts 

This confirms a sizeable increase in 
this year’s spring pig crop. It also indi- 
cates that spring farrowings are likely to 
bring 12 to 13 percent more pigs—right 
in line with the Dec. 1 farrowing inten- 
tions report. 

This is encouraging news. It would 
have taken only a small boost beyond the 


indicated increase to bring 10-cent hogs 
next fall. Now it looks as if fall will bring 
about an average corn-hog ratio 


Now, what about sheep numbers? 


Total for the nation was about 28.7 
million head—the largest inventory since 
1948 and up 4 percent. Ewe numbers 
increased 3 percent. lowa’s increase in 
ewes was 6 percent—twice the national 
percentage. 

Hens and pullets on farms showed a 
3 percent gain. In addition, more of the 
total were pullets. A short hatch in the 
spring of 1957 encouraged producers to 
hold extra hens to maintain flock size 

Hatchery output of egg-type chicks in 
1958 was 15 percent over the 1957 level 
Fewer hens were held over last fall. So 
pullets in the nation’s flocks increased 
9 percent while hens dropped off 7 per 
cent 

Tho lowa farmers reported a 4 percent 
gain, the number of hens and pullets was 
about 5 percent less than the 10-year ave 


age 


Nationally, the turkey inventory 
was up 6 percent. lowa turkey raisers 
contributed a large share with a 15 
percent jump. 


Continuing a long term decline, horse 
and mules in the nation were 8 percent 
fewer. Iowa is estimated to have 71 thou- 
sand head compared with 76 thousand 
a year earlier

Your math is certainly off. A 
50-cent price drop in that pe- 
riod means that you get $1.10 
(not $11.00) less for the original

pound hog, would be 75 cents 
per cwt, which would be $1.65 
for the original 220 pounds (not 
$6.60).

I 
think that the hog feeder will 
have to sell hogs at “broiler” 
weights, as poultrymen 
learned to do W. J.

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Ways to trim 
machinery costs 


These simple ideas can help you keep 
your machinery costs at rock bottom 


I ERE IS a checklist of com- 

mon sense ideas for keep- 
ing machinery costs low. How 
many of them are you using 
already? 

¢ Plow no deeper than neces- 
sary. Generally the advantages 
of deep plowing are not enough 
to pay extra costs. Big need of 
crops is for reasonably accurate 
planting. If you can decrease 
plowing depth, you'll use less 
fuel and cover more acres per 
hour. 

e Contour sloping fields. This 
can cut fuel costs by as much as 
10 percent. It may save time, 
too. Can move at uniform speed. 

Around the hill farming is 
generally easier on equipment, 
too. Crossing ditches is especial- 
ly hard on big machines like 
combines and corn pickers. 

The soil and water you save 
often brings higher yields, too. 

«Combine operations when 
possible. Often you can pull a 
harrow behind the disk. Or at- 
tach a sprayer to your planter 


for pre-emergence chemical ap- 
plication. 

Each trip you save without 
cutting yield means dollars in 
your pocket. 

e Eliminate unnecessary trips. 
Often you can get by just as 
well with one less disking. Cul- 
tivate only as often as necessary 
to kill weeds. 

e Use a reasonable speed with 
field operations. Too fast or too 
slow is more costly. 

e Exchange labor and ma- 
chinery with neighbors. Often, 
two men can do a job in one- 
third the time you could do it 
alone. 

If you have a neighbor you 
like to work with, perhaps one 
of you can own the combine and 
the other the corn picker.

e Custom work may be a 
money saver where you can’t 
work out a good exchange with 
a neighbor. Often it’s cheaper 


in the long run to hire some jobs 
done than to own the equipment 
for doing them yourself. 

e Get your equipment ready 
to go before the actual use sea- 
son starts. Down time for re- 
pairs and adjustment can often 
be cut to less than half this way. 

* Use a rotary hoe for first 
cultivation of corn and soybeans. 
This high speed operation can 
be just as effective as once over 
with the cultivator. 

e Use bigger machines if the 
time you save is valuable 
enough. Remember, tho, that 
doubling equipment size doesn’t 
double work done. Time losses 
for adjusting, checking, etc., 
keep the capacity below 100 per- 
cent. 

e Keep fuel tank in the shade. 
This can save the average oper- 
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ator $10 to $20 a year in re- 
duced fuel losses. 

Keep record for fuel pur- 
chases. This is an expense de- 
ductible for income tax pur- 
poses. Don’t forget to file for 
tax refund on fuel used on the 
farm. 

e Use fertilizer to get maxi- 
mum yield. This means more 
crops for each trip over the 
field. 

e Chemicals may be able to 
control weeds faster and cheap- 
er than cultivation. 

e Take time to adjust, grease, 
and service equipment properly. 
Fewer repairs and more efficient 
operation are the result. 

e Keep records of your ma- 
chinery purchases. This can 
help you get maximum depreci- 
ation for income tax purchases.

control weeds 


\ TEED COMPETITION is of- 

ten a sericus problem in 
the establishment of a good 
stand of forage legumes. This 
is one of the topics discussed 
at a custom spray operator’s 
training school held recently at 
the University of Illinois. 

Since tillage can’t ordinarily 
be used to control weeds in 
fields of forage, chemicals will 
soon be doing the job. 

Tests show that 2,4-DB is 
promising as a way to control 
many of the broad-leafed weeds 
in legumes. Recommended ap- 
plication, according to Wiscon- 
son tests, is one pound per acre. 


Most forage legumes are 
more tolerant of 2,4-DB 
than they are of 2-4-D. 
It may be used on seedling 
or established legumes. 


Dalapon has possibilities of 
controlling grassy weeds in 
stands of alfalfa, sweet clover, 
or birdsfoot trefoil. It’s un- 
likely that Dalapon will be avail- 
able for this use, tho, since it 
leaves a residue when applied to 
an established forage. 

Dalapon may be used on seed- 
ling legumes, ‘but leaves a resi- 
due which makes it unsuitable 
for an established forage crop. 

EPTC is another new chemical 
that will kill weeds in legumes. 
This is applied as a pre-planting 
soil treatment. Applications of 
3 pounds per acre have given 
excellent control of annual gras- 
sy weeds and average control of 
broad-leafed weeds. 

Weeds in soybeans 

The use of pre-emergence 
chemicals in controlling weeds 
in soybeans will pay returns 3 
out of 4 years, says an Illinois 
researcher. 

Two pre-emergence herbicides 
discussed were Randox and Ala- 
nap 

Randox is for annual grass 
weed control. Alanap gives good 


control of grass and will kill 
some broad-leafed weeds 

Alanap occasionally will in- 
jure soybeans, but in most cases, 
injury is temporary and won't 
cut the yield. 

Pre-emergence herbicides for 
soybeans should be used only 
on fields where annual weeds 
are serious. 


Quackgrass control 

Quackgrass is a_ perennial 
weed that is hard to kill. It can 
be controlled, however, by either 
tillage or chemical treatment. 

Chemicals are most conveni- 
ent, and may be no more ex- 
pensive than controlled tillage. 
Climate, soil conditions, and 
crop rotations will have some- 
thing to do with the effective- 
ness of chemicals, too. 

Dalapon may be applied in 
either the fall or spring. In the 
spring, from 4 to 8 pounds per 
acre should be used. 

Treatment should be made 
early in the season when foliage 
is sparse. Then, delay any till- 
age until rain has leached the 
chemical into the soil surface. 

Don’t plant corn or soybeans 
sooner than 4 weeks after treat~- 
ment, as residue of Dalapon dis- 
appears slowly. 

TCA may be used to control 
quackgrass. Application muss 
be made in the fall with this 
chemical, if the land is to be 
cropped the following year. 

Simazine, when applied 
at 6 to 10 pounds per acre, 
is effective in killing quack- 
grass in areas planted to 
corn. 

Since Simazine leaches slowly, 
at least half of the material 
should be applied early in the 
spring. Then, the remainder 
may be applied after the crop 
is in. 

Heavy application means the 
land will have to be put to corn 
for 2 years. Residue of this 
chemical may injure other field 
crops. 


Herbicides for weeds in corn 


YRE-EMERGENCE herbicides 
can be used successfully for 
controlling grass and weed 
problems in corn. Here are 
some of the chemicals receiving 
most attention now, according 
to R. L. Gantz, agronomist at 
the University of Illinois. 

Randox — This herbicide is 
recommended for control of an- 
nual grasses. Corn is tolerant 
to Randox so there is little 
danger of crop injury. 

Simazine — This will control 
both annual grasses and broad- 
leaf weeds. Because it’s less 
soluble, Simazine may not work 
as well as Randox in areas of 
limited rainfall. 

2,4-D ester—Now being recom- 
mended for pre-emergence use 
in corn with certain reserva- 
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tions. This has not been recom- 
mended in the past because of 
danger to the corn. 

Planting the corn to a depth 
of 3 inches will help minimize 
this problem. Main advantage of 
this chemical is the low cost. It 
can control both grasses and 
broad-leaf weeds. 

Eptam — This is the newest 
pre-emergence herbicide avail- 
able for use in cornfields. It 
should be incorporated into the 
soil after planting. Eptam works 
best during a dry season, but 
more information is needed now 
on corn tolerance. 

Read the labels carefully be- 
fore using these herbicides. Ap- 
ply only recommended amounts, 
and follow any suggested pre- 
cautionary measures.

Practical changes 
for a farmyard 


Iowa couple makes plans 
for landscaping their home 


R. AND Mrs. Reuben Core, 

Warren county, Iowa, have 
yard problems that are typical 
for many tarm people. 

Mrs. Core would like to have 
visitors use her front door in- 
stead of entering the house thru 
the kitchen. She would also 
like to get her clothesline facili- 
ties out of the congested back 
yard.

Reuben doesn’t have 
enough space in the barn- 
yard to maneuver his ma- 
chinery; the garden should 
be re-located; there are 
trees and shrubs that should 
come out and other areas 
where something should be 
planted. 


These are some of the prob- 
lems that Mr. and Mrs. Core 
brought to a landscape archi- 
tecture workshop conducted in 
their county. The class was 
taught by Marguerita Tarr of 
Iowa State College. 

“If you want visitors to use 
your front door” says Miss Tarr, 
“plan a definite parking place 
convenient to the entrance. A 
sidewalk, wide enough for two 
people, leading up to the door 
will act as a guide and folks 
will use it.” 

Miss Tarr suggested that the 
Core’s move their garden over 
into an unused chicken yard 


(see plans below). The fence | 


that separated the driveway 
from the garden can be removed 


and the young fruit trees trans- | 


planted to the area near the 
new parking lot. 

This gives Reuben the added 
space he needs in the driveway 
and yard near the machine shed. 

Miss Tarr also suggested tak- 
ing out a large willow tree at 
the corner of the house. Then 
the clotheslines could be re- 
located in this area. This gives 
a better utilization of yard space 
for the family. 

Reuben may replace the pres- 
ent windbreak later on if he 
should need more space than 
now allowed. 


This is only a start on 
farm landscaping. The 
Cores have long-range plans 
for improving their 
grounds. What they learned 
at the workshop can be per- 
formed right away. 


Selection and location of 
shrubs and trees deserve some 
consideration, too. Many folks 
have selected plants that pro- 
vide year-around color in their 
yards. 

Landscaping is a big job and 
it takes a lot of hard work— 
but it’s a project that can pay 
richly in satisfaction and en- 
joyment.

This could mean that you do 
the work yourself. Or, that you 
take equipment to a shop where 
skilled mechanics can work on 
it. 

“Many small jobs can be done 
on the farm,” says Dale Hull, 
Iowa State College agricultural 
engineer. 

But he adds, “Most major en- 
gine repairs are best done in 
the shop of your local imple- 
ment dealer. He has the special 
tools necessary for work on mod- 
ern engines.” 

Hull suggests taking in 
equipment that will be 
needed first this spring. Ma- 
chines to be used later in 
the season, such as com- 
bines, can be given a lower 
priority on the repair list. 
If you’re doing work your- 

self, make a list of parts you'll 
need. Put them on order if 
they’re not available. 

It’s a good idea, too, to order 
extra replacements for easily 
broken parts. 

Charles R. Fibiker, Boone 
county, Iowa, believes in avoid- 
ing trouble by keeping equip- 
ment in topnotch repair. 

“Keep things fixed up and 
you have few breakdowns,” he 
Says. 

Altho he has a well-equipped 
shop, he takes his tractors to 
a dealer’s garage for major over- 
hauls. 

Wilfred Gosler, Crawford 
county, lowa, is another farm 
operator who depends on his 
implement dealer for important 
repair jobs. 

He and his brother, Elden, 
farm 760 acres. Their livestock 
programs and other activities 
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limit time available for machin- 
ery work. 

As specialist Hull points 
out, “A farmer's time as a 
manager may be so valuable 
he can’t afford to waste 
time being a mechanic.” 
But this doesn’t mean ma- 

chinery upkeep should be over- 
looked. Equipment needs peri- 
odic repairs and “tightening up.” 
If it’s not done in off seasons, 
it may have to be done in the 
middle of a busy day in the 
field. 

An Iowa State College study 
of field operations pointed out 
how machinery breakdowns cut 
efficiency. A good example was 
baler operation 

Under normal operating con- 
ditions, field efficiency would 
be between 75 and 90 percent. 
Researchers studied actual straw 
baling jobs done by an operator 
during three periods 

The first was July 11 to 13. 
In this period, more time was 
spent on repair and adjustment 
than on baling. Field efficiency 
was only 3642 percent. 

In addition, two hired 
men were helping with the 
job. While there was “time 
out” for repairs, their time 
was lost. 


During the second period, 
July 18 to 19, efficiency im- 
proved. The peak was 63'% 
percent. Little time was spent 
on repairs and adjustment 

The same held true for the 
third period. However, efficien- 
cy was down to 41% percent be 
cause of delays in waiting for 
wagons, and time spent turning 
and running empty. 

This study does point out the 
value of making machinery re- 
pairs ahead of field use. It 
can save time and money.

Beef cow herds 
expand in lowa 


By Dick Hagen 

EEF COW herds 

aren’t considered a_high- 

profit enterprise in Iowa. The 
profits have to come from big 
calf crops produced at low 
costs. Even so, cow numbers 
are up considerably this year. 

There were about 949,000 beef 
cows oii Iowa farms on Jan. 1. 
This is 7 percent more than a 
year ago, and 19 percent above 
the 10-year average. 

The number of cattle on feed 
is up, too. This is causing some 
beef cow herd owners to wonder 
if they'll be able to keep calves 
selling at a profit during the 
next couple of years. 

Calves sold high during 1958, 
so most herds showed some re- 
turns. But the truth of the mat- 
ter is that, over the years, the 
beef cow herd hasn’t shown ex- 
ceptional profits. 

This is pointed out by 
Herb Howell, agricultural 
economist at lowa State 
College: For each $100 
worth of feed invested in 
the past 25 years, beef cows 
have returned an average 
of $116. 

Here is this compares 
with other livestock during the 
same period: Dairy, $172; poul- 
try, $160; hogs, $147; feeder 
cattle, $124; and sheep, $122 

Of course, there are other fac- 
tors that help justify owning a 
beef cow herd, too. One of these 
items is the low labor demand 

The cow herd can get along 
without expensive housing and 
equipment, and most nutritional 
needs can be met with hay and 
pasture. 

“If a beef cow project is to be 
successful, you’ve got to keep 
the feed costs down” says Bill 
Zmolek, animal husbandman at 
Iowa State College. “A 100 per- 
cent calf crop and uniform calv- 
ing are two other objectives you 
can’t overlook.” 

Follow a sound health pro- 
gram. Use the services of a 
good veterinarian to keep out 
of trouble.

Critics of farm program say each 
farmer gets a big cash hand-out 


By Donald R. Murphy 


OW MUCH of a hand-out did you get from Uncle Sam 
last year? Some city critics of the farm program think 
5 to 7 billions of government money went into farm pockets. 

Here is a quotation from the Chicago Tribune of November 
24, 1958: 

“What industry enjoys an annual subsidy from the federal 
government of 7 billion dollars? . . . The answer is obvious 
—American agriculture. . .” 

The First National City Bank of New York spelled out the 
charge in more detail in June, 1957: After referring to a 
farm budget of $5 billion, the bank said: 


“There are about 4.8 million farms in the U. S. so this 
budget averages more than $1,000 per farm. When di- 
vided among the approximately 2 million commercial 
farms ... the proposed budget averages $2,500.” 


The senate agricultural committee took steps to make the 
facts clear in its discussion of the 1959 agricultural budget. 

At the request of this committee, Secretary Benson gave 
a report which shows how much of the budget of the Depart- 
ment goes to farmers and how much to the nation in general. 
Here is the summary.

Fertilizer helps 
oats, legumes 


Proper balance of nutrients 
gives boost to both crops 


| IGH OAT yield and good 

legume stand—that’s a com 
bination that fertilizer can help 
you get. 

“But you need the proper 
amounts of nitrogen and phos- 
phorus to do the best job with 
both crops,” says Joe Stritzel, 
lowa State College soils special- 
ist. Potassium generally is not 
required for oat-legume seed- 
ings. 

Nitrogen—where it’s need- 
ed — will stimulate oats 
growth and increase yields. 
Phosphorus helps the leg- 
ume to a better stand and 
faster growth. 

If nitrogen is used alone 
where both nutrients are need- 
ed, oats will be aided. But nitro- 
gen-boosted oats may crowd out 
phosphorus-hungry legumes 

The reverse also may be true 
Applying phosphorus alone 
where both nitrogen and phos 
phorus are needed will help 
the legume. But oat yields may 
be poor. 

Soil tests provide a good guide 
for figuring fertilizer rates for 
oat and legume seedings. If 
soil test reports aren’t available 
for land to be seeded this spring, 
general recommendations may 
be used. 

“Up to 20 pounds of nitrogen 
per acre should be profitable 
for oats,” specialist Stritzel says. 
“For legumes, 40 to 60 pounds 
of phosphorus (P205) per acre 
can be used to advantage in 
most areas of the state.” 


Some farmers don’t go 
along with fertilizing oats. 
“It doesn’t pay,” they say. 
Stritzel agrees that oats may 

be a low-profit crop. But he 
says you can get a profitable 
response from nitrogen if it’s 
needed. 

“Experiments have shown 
that where nitrogen is required 
for oats, it’s possible to obtain 
an extra bushel of grain for 
each 2 pounds of nitrogen per 
acre. This holds up to a level of 
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20 pounds per acre,” the spe 
cialist says 

This could mean an increase 
of 10 bushels per acre. At 50 
cents per bushel, this gain would 
be worth about $5. 

“The cost of producing this 
extra 10 bushels would be about 
$2.50 to $2.75 per acre for the 
fertilizer,” Stritzel adds. 

It’s possible to increase 
oat yields enough—with 
nitrogen—to pay for all 
fertilizer used for both oats 
and legumes in the seeding. 
Fertilizer is best applied 

ahead of seedbed preparation, 
by broadcasting. It’s wise to 
work it into the soil as soon as 
possible. This is especially im- 
portant on rolling land, to re- 
duce runoff losses from rains 

Applications can be delayed 
until the seedbed is ready. Or 
the fertilizer can be put on after 
seeding. “But it’s best to have 
the nutrients underneath the 
seed,” Stritzel says 

If conditions make fertiliza- 
tion difficult at seeding time, 
it can be done later. The seed 
ing can be topdressed until 
growth is 6 inches high. 

Legumes won't get quite the 
benefit from phosphorus ap- 
plied at this later time. Nitrogen 
will be very beneficial for the 
oats, however. 

There’s another alternative, 
too. Phosphorus could be top- 
dressed on the legume after the 
oats have been removed. 


Another spot for phos- 
phorus topdressing is on 
meadows established in 
1958 that weren’t fertilized. 
The general recommenda- 
tion is 40 to 60 pounds of 
phosphorus per acre. 


Again, a soil test will show 
definite requirements for phos- 
phorus and potassium. 

Getting the right combination 
of nutrients on your seeding 
helps you toward the double ad- 
vantage of good oat yields and 
healthy legume stands.

\ INIMUM TILLAGE methods 
5 are catching on in lowa 
These methods are easier on the 
soil, reduce production costs, 
and still produce top yields 

“Minimum tillage has wide 
possibilities in lowa,” says John 
Maddy, lowa Soil Conservation 
Service agronomist. “Wheel 
track planting, for instance, has 
been quite successful on our 
light and medium-textured 
soils.” 

Don’t let minimum tillage 
methods substitute for good soil 
conservation practices, tho. Con- 
tours and terraces are just as 
important as ever. 

Much of the soil can be- 
come over-worked with old 
tillage methods, report 
agronomists. Heavy equip- 
ment compacts the soil, re- 
duces water intake, and in- 
creases run-off. 


Researchers at Purdue Uni- 
versity report that corn yields 
can be cut from 10 to 30 per- 
cent thru soil compaction. Be- 
sides this, extra trips over the 
field cost money. 

Each trip over a field, after 
plowing, will cost about $1. 

Here is a break-down of com- 
parative per acre costs between 
the two types of tillage: 

Wheel 
Conventional Track 
Planting Planting 
Plowing .$3.00 $3.00 
Disking 2.80 (2) 
Harrowing 1.00 
Planting .... 1.45 1.45 
Cultivation.. 3.60 (3) 2.40 (2)

Two Linn county, Iowa, 
farmers are strong advo- 
eates of minimum tillage. 
They are Carleton Strand 
and Glen Selzer.

He’s planning on 
about 370 acres this year. 

His 1958 corn averaged about 
70 bushels per acre—but some

soils,” says Strand. “A good 
deep job of plowing (7-8 inc!

Some of Strand’s land was 
planted right behind the ploy 
But on one 40-acre field, plant 
ing was delayed 10 days after 
plowing. This field produced 
some of his best corn 

“Minimum tillage leaves your 
ground just like a sponge,” ex 
plains Strand. “Our biggest soil 
wash comes at the edges of our 
grass waterways.” 

One cultivation is the only 
after-planting tillage needed 
in Strand’s program. A pre- 
emergence spray solves 
most of his weed problems. 


“I hope to switch to liquid 
fertilizer and band application 
of granular weed chemical this 
year,” says Strand. “It means 
less work and I'll save another 
trip across the field.” 

Glen Selzer used a plow-plant 
system on 120 acres of corn las 
year. His corn yields averaged 
about 100 bushels—some of 
checked out at 138 bushels 
acre.

Buying feeder pigs 
fits many farms 


Cc™ YOU boost your hog 

profits by buying feeder 
pigs instead of raising your 
own? 

An increasing number of corn- 
belt hog men are dropping out 
of the farrowing business. This 
program fits nicely with some 
farm operations. 

Pork production with these 
farmers starts with the purchase 
of 35 to 55-pound feeder pigs. 

Bill Imlau, Worth county, 
Iowa, is one hog grower who has 
made the change. He purchases 
100 pigs every 3 months from 
a Wisconsin feeder pig associ- 
ation. 

Imlau says, “I don’t have 
necessary facilities to farrow 
pigs. I was only producing eight 
litters twice a year—or about 
125 pigs. 

“Now, without added in- 
vestment in equipment, | 
can feed out over 3 times 
as many animals. It actual- 
ly takes less labor.” 

Imlau uses self-feeders and 
automatic waterers. A _ local 
feed dealer grinds, mixes, and 
delivers the ration right into 
the feeders. 

Good management and labor 
saving feeding methods have 
made this a profitable method 
of pork production for Imlau 

His last batch of 100 pigs 
cost $17.25 per 40-pound pig 
Feed costs were $8.30 per one 
hundred pounds of gain. The 
herd was marketed at 225 
pounds for $20.50 per hundred- 
weight. 

One of the big objections to 
buying feeder pigs is the risk 
of disease. 

It helps to know your feeder 
pig producer. Or you can elimi- 
nate some risk by buying from 
a reputable dealer 

Dr. Maynard Spear, Iowa 
State College veterinarian, 
says, “Buy from a reliable 
source and stick with it.” 


Pigs shipped in from out-of- 
state have a 30-day quarantine 
period. Strict enforcement of 
this law is necessary. Spear 
points out that this quarantine 
is for your protection. It’s 
necessary to check disease. 

Imlau buys his pigs thru a 
local dealer representing a Wis- 
consin feeder pig association. 
Deliveries are made the first 
part of June, September, Decem- 
ber, and March. 

“T’ve been hitting good mar- 
kets so far. I may not be mar- 
keting as uniform a bunch of 
hogs, but I couldn’t seem to get 
many ‘number one’s’ when I 
was raising my own. I thought 
they were meat type, too,” he 
says. 

Most feeder pig associations 
sell pigs on warranty. Refunds 
are made on pigs dying soon 
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after delivery—usually 10 days 

Usually a few more pigs are 
delivered than the order calls 
for. This gives the buyer limited 
opportunities for selection 

Imlau expiains, “I don’t see 
the pigs until they are delivered 
About 110 are trucked to my 
farm, then I send back the 10 
I don’t want.” 

Shipping stresses can 
show up in feeder pigs. So 
don’t start them off too fast 
after delivery. A few days 
rest with no crowding and 
plenty of water is recom- 
mended. 


How much to pay for feeder 
pigs? Determine total costs per 
pig. Then, divide this figure 
by the market weight at which 
you plan to sell. This will give 
you the necessary selling price 
per pound to break even 

For example, suppose you pay 
$15 for a 40-pound feeder pig 
Assume that feed costs from 40 
pounds to 225 pounds are $16 
and overhead runs about $4 per 
pig. This makes total costs of 
$35. Divide this figure by 225 
pounds. You'll need a market 
price of at least $15.55 just to 
break even. 

In this case, you'll want to 
count on a stronger market to 
show a profit. 

Bill Zmolek, Iowa State Col 
lege livestock marketing special 
ist, gives these guides for esti- 
mating feed costs

Zmolek also suggests adding 
25 percent to feed costs to cover 
other costs. This includes veteri- 
nary bills, death loss, equipment 
charge and labor 

It’s wise to move slowly, tho, 
if you're going to begin buying 
feeder pigs. 

Consider these management 
principles recommended for 
carrying feeder pigs from 50 
pounds to market weight 

1. Group pigs, according to 
size, in lots of 50 to 75 

2. Provide one automatic 
watering cup for each 20 pigs 

3. Supply a minimum waterer 
capacity of 25 gallon per day in 
the summer and 15 gallon in the 
winter for each 10 pigs 

4. Allow 3 linear feet of min 
eral feeder space for each 100 
pigs if mineral is fed free-choice 

5. Provide 8 to 10 square feet 
of shade per pig in the summer 
With confinement feeding, al- 
low 10 square feet of floor space 
per pig in addition to 8 to 10 
square feet of sleeping space 

6. Provide one foot of feeder 
space for each two to four pigs.

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Midwest flocks 
still competing 


EASONS WHY the midwest 

farm poultry flocks will con- 
tinue to stay in business were 
cited in a recent address by 
Francis Kutish, Iowa State Col- 
lege economist. 

He noted that some experts 
say the farm flock is “on the 
way out” in this area. Kutish 
said, “Most farm wives appar- 
ently think otherwise. For farm 
flocks still are found on most 
midwest farms.” 

The economist pointed out 
that the cornbelt farmer is 
interested in total farm 
profits. He’s not concerned 
with poultry profits alone. 
“That’s why the experts reach 

the wrong conclusion when they 
that most midwest farmers 
lose money on their poultry 
flocks,” Kutish said. ““They base 
their conclusion on the same 
type of analysis as is conducted 
in specialized poultry areas.” 


say 


In these areas, egg production 
is completely commercialized. 
The operator depends on it for 
a large share or all of his in- 
come. 

Under such conditions, there’s 
real merit in studying feed 
costs, labor, and other factors, 
Kutish said. But cash costs on 
a commercialized poultry farm 
don’t always apply to cornbelt 
farmers, he emphasized. 

“Cornbelt farmers also raise 
hogs, hay, dairy cattle, and 
crops,” the specialist added. 

These questions are then 
raised, he indicated: How much 
should be charged for labor of 
the farm wife and children— 
labor that would otherwise add 
little or nothing to farm in- 
come? 

How much should be charged 
for buildings already on the 
farm (and in the case of a rented 
farm, that are owned and re- 
paired by others)? 

Kutish said present con- 
ditions do encourage the 
farm family either to ex- 
pand into a sideline poultry 
flock—or to cut back to a 
flock that supplies only 
enough eggs for the family 
use. 


Similar conditions are caus- 
ing some to expand from a side- 
line flock to a business enter- 
prise of 500 to 2,000 birds, be 
added. 

“The trend toward expansion 
in the size of sideline and busi- 
ness enterprise flocks will con- 
tinue with new developments in 
management and marketing,” 
Kutish predicted.

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Dutch elm disease 
spreading in lowa 


(SOsENED SPREAD of 
Dutch elm disease across 
lowa seem inevitable, says Har- 
old Gunderson, extension ento- 
mologist at lowa State College. 
Gunderson predicted that the 
disease, carried by elm bark 
beetles, will be found in seven 
or more new counties in Iowa 
in 1959. 

Problem area is located pri- 
marily in the eastern and south- 
eastern part of the state. But 
southwestern counties may be 
infested this year by bark 
beetles from the Kansas City 
area. 

Today, the disease is thought 
to exist in every county east 
of a line from Howard county 
south to Davis county. This 
area is nearly the eastern one- 
third of Iowa. The disease has 
been actually diagnosed only in 
Lee, Des Moines and Scott coun- 
ties. 

Taking some steps in winter- 
time shade tree maintenance 
can help fight this disease: 

1. Cut down and burn all dead 
elm trees before April 1 

2. Prune out dead or injured 
branches in living trees and 
burn before April 1. 

3. Remove bark from fire- 
wood located in parks or at 
homes. 

4. Treat pruning wounds with 
tree wound compound. 





Pick best animals 
for beef cow herd 


, ILL YOUR beef herd replace- 
ment needs before you send 
your good meat producing ani- 
mals to market. Keep those well 
fleshed, nicely formed heifers 
for your breeding herd. 

Rapid growing, early matur- 
ing heifers are the kind you'll 
want to save.

A light 
first calf usually meant more 
light weights during the next 4 
years. 


In selecting each replace- 
ment heifer, check the cows 
and calves together. If the 
calf is a more desirable type 
than her dam, keep her for 
your breeding herd. If pos- 
sible, mate the cow to the 
same bull next season. 


If the calf isn’t as desirable 
as the cow, don’t keep it for 
the breeding herd. You may not 
want to keep the cow, either, un- 
less you decide it might pay to 
try breeding her to a different 
sire.

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Grain sorghum 
for dry areas 


GRAIN SORGHUM acres in 

* towa dropped about 23 per- 
cent in 1958. But favorable 
weather about made up the dif- 
ference. Production was down 
only 6 percent in spite of the 
acreage cut. 

Acre yield was the highest on 
record. Most of the crop stood 
well in the field and was stored 
without drying. This, of course, 
was a big change from the fall 
of 1957 when high winds twisted 
most sorghum fields into a mass 
of broken stalks. 

A big part of the sorghum 
acreage has been in southwest 
and western Iowa. This is logi- 
cal since moisture in that area 
may be on the skimpy side for 
top corn yields. 

At least some of the sorghum 
acreage could be attributed to 
acreage allotments on corn. A 
number of folks cut corn acres 
to fit their allotments. Then the 
extra acres that normally would 
have gone to corn were shifted 
to sorghum. 


This is the first year in 
which sorghum will have to 
compete completely on its 
own merits. Corn acreage 
allotments have been 
dropped. Folks who grow 
sorghum this year will be 
doing so because they see 
some advantage in doing so. 


Wherever moisture threatens 
to be a problem, this advantage 
is easy to see. Let’s look at 
yields obtained from some of 
the new sorghum hybrids. 

In Iowa State College tests, 
hybrid sorghums averaged 26 
percent higher yields than the 
standard open pollinated varie- 
ties last year. That’s about the 
same as in previous years. 

Now, how has sorghum com- 
pared with corn? The table be- 
low shows the high yielding hy- 
brid and high yielding standard 
variety compared with hybrid 
corn grown in the same area. 

High High 
hybrid voriety Corn 

1955 77 62 42 

1956 75 58 55 

1957 111 86 95 

1958 111 88 112 


Note that 1955 and 1956 were 
generally dry years when tem- 
perature and moisture limited 
corn yields. Sorghum yields 
leveled off in these dry years 
but were relatively better than 
corn yields. 

Sorghum is not without prob- 
lems, as folks who grew it in 
1957 will remember. Even that 
fall. it stood long enough for 
safe harvest if the grain was 
dried artificially. 

The sorghum plant is such 
that it can’t be expected to stand 
for long periods after the grain 
reaches maturity. So it’s wise 
to count on drying the grain 
when you make a decision to 
plant sorghum.

Corn handling 
takes planning 


System suited to grain uses 
helps save time and labor 


PLANNING a new corn han- 

dling system for your farm? 
Make sure it’s based on how you 
use corn. 

“Don’t start at the wrong 
end. Don’t buy machinery or 
put up storage structures first 
and plan later,” cautions Larry 
Van Fossen, Iowa State College 
agricultural engineer. 


He suggests that you look 
for these four advantages 
in a system for handling 
corn: 

1. Early harvest possibilities 

2. Corn in a form that’s most 
convenient for your uses 

3. The possibility of utilizing 
low-cost, versatile storage struc- 
tures. 

4. A chance to make use of 
present equipment when pos- 
sible. 

Corn handling systems today 
are designed to handle the crop 
as high moisture corn—dry 
shelled corn—or dry ear corn, 
Van Fossen points out. 

Livestock feeders find ad- 
vantages in high moisture corn. 





Walter Marsh, Butler county, 
Iowa, feeds high moisture corn 
to hogs as well as cattle. 

He reports “little field loss” 
when the corn is picked at a 
high moisture content. And he’s 
had good results, storing the 
high moisture, shelled corn in 
conventional silos. 


Dry shelled corn can be 
fed or sold. It flows, and is 
easy to handle. 


John Harkrader, Dallas coun- 
ty, lowa, has chosen this system 
And he went at it the “plan 
first, then buy” way. 

He uses a batch dryer and 
three conveniently located steel 
bins. And his plans allow for 
expansion. 

Dry ear corn systems are less 
popular among farmers consid- 
ering changes in their methods. 
But ear corn can be stored in 
existing structures. And your 
present picker can be used to 
harvest it. 

“Dry ear corn is the only form 
of the grain that is really not 
suited for handling or feed use,

An important consideration 
in any corn handling system is 
the cost of needed storage struc- 
tures. These costs show wide 
variations and may affect your 
decision.

“Some of the cheaper struc 
tures are actually the most ver 


satile,”’ Van Fossen says. “They 


can be used for storage of other 
grains and feeds as well as 
corn.” 

The specialist emphasizes 
that you don’t have to go 
all one way in corn han- 
dling. And completely new 
structures or equipment 
may not be needed. 

For example, sound ear corn 
cribs can be converted to shelled 
corn storage. Sheller attach- 
ments for cornpickers make pos- 
sible a switch to a shelled corn 
system without buying all new

Some calves are 
born anemic 

Some calves are born with 
anemia due to an iron deficien- 
cy. Usually this anemic condi- 
tion corrects itself within 9 or 
10 weeks—soon after the calves 
begin eating roughage. 

In Ohio tests injections of 
iron dextran during the first 
week of life corrected the 
anemia within a week or two. 
Feeding iron chloride during 
the milk feeding period also 
hastened recovery. 

It is likely that anemia is as- 
sociated with resistance to many 
calfhood diseases. Being able 
to prevent it might reduce calf 
losses. 

In cases where anemia per- 
sists, forage that’s low in iron 
content may be to blame. Or 
the animal may be unable to 
use this source of iron. 

Further study on anemia in 
calves is underway at several 
stations. 





How to avoid 
winter dysentery 

Stabled dairy cows are sub- 
ject to a highly infectious dysen 
tery or scours. It is most com- 
mon from January to March. It 
occurs most often in heavy 
dairying areas. 

It seldom causes deaths. But 
milk flow may drop to half of 
normal. Infected cows may be 
severely dehydrated and slow 
to return to normal production 

With severe diarrhea, vitamin 
depletion results and supple- 
ments to the feed are needed 
The disease may be severe in 
some animals, requiring special 
treatment by a veterinarian 

Signs usually appear thruout 
a herd within a few days after 
one or two cows show a watery 
diarrhea 

To prevent and control winter 
dysentery, keep visitors out of 
feed alleys. Don’t visit neigh- 
bors whose herds have dysen- 
tery. Reduce feed intake. In- 
crease laxative effect of feed 
by adding molasses, and avoid 
abrupt changes in the ration. 


Downer sows 
may need calcium 

With new concepts of nutri- 
tion and less “hollow belly” 
downer sows are not as great a 
problem as they were a few 
years ago. Yet they are fre- 
quently observed. 

Some of these downer sows 
are suffering from calcium de- 
ficiencies. But fractures, ery- 
sipelas, and abscesses are other 
common causes. 

The pigs should be weaned, 
and the sow’s ration supple- 
mented with available calcium 
and vitamin D. This often clears 
up the problem.

Lubrication, ‘sharpening, and adjustment are the three major 





items that need the most attention. If these are 


cared for, you should get long, economical! service from your disk 


Get good service 
from your disk 


Your DISK harrow requires 
relatively little maintenance 
or adjustment. 

Basically, the attention re 
quired can be divided into three 
major types: lubrication, sharp- 
ening, and adjustment. 

If these three items are cared 
for, you can be pretty certain 
you'll get the best possible serv- 
ice at the lowest cost from your 
disk. 

Here are some pointers on 
getting the most from your disk 

Lubrication. Most disks now 
in use have plain, “white iron” 
bearings. These should be 
greased twice a day in normal 
service. Pump grease into each 
bearing until you can see fresh, 
new grease working out around 
the ends. This flushes out the 
dirt and grit and prevents its 
accumulation. 


It’s a good idea to wipe 
off each grease fitting be- 
fore forcing the grease gun 
nozzle on. Then, you can 
be sure you are pumping 
clean grease only into the 
bearing. 

Some of the newer disk har- 
rows have _ sealed bearings. 
Check your owner’s manual for 
greasing instructions of this 
type. Most of them will require 
greasing seasonally, only. 

When you are in the market 
for a new disk, check on the 
availability of sealed bearings. 

Sharpness. Sharpening your 
disk is one of the jobs that can 
be done during the winter 
months when you have more 
free time. This can be done 
either by grinding or by rolling. 

The disk blades can be ground 
in place by use of a special 
grinding attachment. They can 
also be ground after removing 
them from the axle. 


the blades keep a sharp cutting 
edge longer. 

Whichever method of sharp- 
ening is used, the blades should 
be removed and rotated, much 
like the tires on your car. The 
front ones wear faster than the 
rear ones. There also may be 
some variation in wear from 
outside to the center of the 
gangs 

So after sharpening, reasse 
ble the disk blades with 
larger blades in the positions 
of greatest wear. Numbering or 
marking the disk blades before 
removal, may be helpful when 
you go to reassemble then 

Adjustments. A good job of 
disking with a sharp disk har- 
row involves the proper co! 
bination of tractor speed, disk 
angling, and disk weighting. Ad- 
justments aren't necessary, but 
it will pay you to observe care 
fully the results being produced 
by your disk harrow.

A combination of too lit- 
tle weight and too much 
speed will generally result 
in the disk “bouncing” and 
doing an uneven job. If you 
have sufficient tractor pow- 
er, the solution here is to 
add weight to the disk. 


If you have a wheel-type disk, 
you may find it helpful to let 
the wheels ride lightly on the 
ground when disking, instead of 
raising them completely. They 
will tend to act as a rudder, and 
keep the disk from weaving in 
uneven soil conditions. 

Best usage. Some farmers use 
the idea in disk harrowing that 
“if a small amount is good, a 
large amount is certain to be 
much better.” This isn’t true.

6 Ds PNEUMONIA-ENTERITIS 

complex actually is two dis- 
eases-—pneumonia and scours. 
Either disease alone is serious. 
When a calf is affected by both 
at the same time, the hazard is 
greatly increased. 

Generally, the disease affects 
younger calves, from 5 days to 
3 months old. Less frequently, 
it appears in animals up to 6 
months or older. 

The older a calf is when strick- 
en, the greater its chances of re- 
covery. Calves which do recover 
usually are protected for life. 


The pneumonia-enteritis 
complex may occur at any 
season of the year. But it 
is most common during win- 
ter and early spring when 
calves are confined in build- 
ings. 

Symptoms usually start with 
a high fever (a temperature of 
104 to 106 degrees). Then in 
quick succession may come loss 
of appetite, dullness, scouring, 
gauntness, coughing, and rapid 
breathing 

Scours usually appear before 
the pneumonia symptoms, tho 
the two diseases may strike at 
the same time 

Treatment should be startea 
as soon as symptoms are noticed 
and the disease complex has 
been definitely diagnosed. The

Quality seed 


lowers costs 


“Bargain hunting” may not pay; 
germination, purity count most 


By Dick Seim 

Go SEED pays off where 

it counts—-in the field. 

Low-quality seed may look like 

a bargain when you buy it. But 
it can prove to be costly. 

What you're really paying for 
are seeds that will grow. If you 
buy seed that’s low in germina- 
tion and purity, the price for 
live seed may be higher than 
you think. 

An example is provided by 
Everett Tool, North Dakota Crop 
Improvement Association seed 
specialist. 

A farmer bought 100 pounds 
of seed from two different lots. 
For one, he paid 25 cents a 
pound. The other cost 35 cents 
a pound. 

What was the difference? So 
far as the farmer could tell, the 
only difference was that one 
lot cost $10 per hundred less 
than the other. 

“This sounds like a good 
buy. But an inspection of 
tags on the seed bags tells 
a completely different 
story,” Tool says. 

The 35 cent seed was 99 per- 
cent pure. And germination was 
95 percent. 

The cost per pound of pure, 
live seed can be found with a 
little figuring. Multiply purity 
(99) times the germination con- 
tent (95). 

This will give you approxi- 
mately 94. Divide the price of 
the seed per pound by this num- 
ber. You'll come up with a 
figure of just over 37 cents per 
pound of pure, live seed 

Now apply the same arithme- 


tic to the “bargain” lot. It had 
a purity of 90 percent and ger- 
mination of 60 percent. 

The price per pound — 25 
cents — divided by the product 
of 90 times 60—equals about 46 
cents. The cheaper seed was 
certainly not a bargain in this 
case. 

The seed that sold for 35 
cents actually was $9 per 
hundred cheaper than the 
25 cent seed, on the pure, 
live seed basis. 

You can go another step in 
figuring seed costs. First, re- 
member that germination listed 
on seed tags is laboratory ger- 
mination 

“Field germination and stand 
are usually lower than labora- 
tory tests,” points out Leroy 
Everson, Iowa State College seed 
specialist. Conditions in the 
field are less favorable than in 
the laboratory. 

“For example,” he says, “red 
clover that germinates 90 per- 
cent in the laboratory will ger- 
minate about 50 percent in the 
field. If the laboratory figure 
is 70 percent, field germination 
can be expected to average about 
30 percent.” 

The cost per hundred pounds 
of seed that actually contributes 
to a field stand can be estimated. 
You'd use the same process as 
in the previous example, sub 
stituting field germination for 
laboratory germination. 

The table accompanying this 
article provides you with a short 
cut. It shows the amount of

In addition to purity and 
germination, other factors 
should be considered when 
comparing different lots of 
seed. 


One of these is variety. A 
variety not adapted to your area 
will be of lesser value than one 
that is, for most purposes. 

Another important factor is 
weed seed content. High-quality 
seed should contain no noxious 
weed seeds. And it should not 
contain more than one-half per- 
cent total weed seed. 

The sale of seed containing 
primary noxious weeds or over 
14% percent total weed seed is 
illegal in Iowa. 

Treatment and inoculation of 
seeds is cheap insurance against 
poor crop stands, too 

Treatment kills seed-borne 
diseases and organisms. And it 
protects against seed-rotting 
fungi in the soil. 

In an average year, you may 
realize increased yields of 3 
bushels of oats, 4 bushels of 
corn, and one bushel of flax 
from each acre with treated 
seed. 

Germination, purity, weed 
seed content, adaptation—these 
are all important points to keep 
in mind when you buy seed. 
You want good seed. That’s the 
kind that comes thru in the field.

“But you must be careful to 
supplement the ration properly,” 
he stresses 





Grain sorghum has about the 
same feeding value as corn 
However, the sorghum has no 
yellow pigment or vitamin A 
material 

A shortage of yellow pigment 
will cause egg yolk color to fade. 


If sorghum grain is sub- 
stituted for all the corn in 
a ration dehydrated alfalfa 
meal should be added. 


“Use up to 5 or 5% percent 
of excellent quality, bright 
green alfalfa meal,” Ridlen 
recommends. “Poor quality al- 
falfa meal isn’t good enough.” 

In addition, a good vitamin A 
supplement should be added to 
the feed. A common rule is to 
add one pound of a 2,000-unit 
vitamin A supplement per ton 
of ration for every 500 pounds 
of corn replaced. 

Where just part of the corn is 
replaced by sorghum, these sup- 
plements should be added in 
proportion. Grain sorghum can 
replace corn pound for pound 
in laying rations when proper 
supplements are used.

How much fertilizer to use 


IF YOU HAVE SOIL TESTS, follow the test 


results. 


But remember that you can get 


three different levels of recommendations. 


IF YOU DON’T HAVE SOIL TESTS, you can 
get a good indication of fertilizer needs 
from the average soil test results and fer- 
tilizer response in your area. — 


OU PROBABLY WANT to use about 
all the fertilizer that will pay off 
this year. It’s generally one of the best 
investments that can be made on a farm. 
Of course, soil tests provide informa- 
tion that permits the best balance of 
plant food. But did you know that recom- 
mendations based on soil tests come in 
low, medium, and high levels 
The low level is a minimum that you’d 
want to put on. It pays big returns, but 
leaves a lot of room for more profit per 
acre. The high level is aimed at maximum 
profit per acre. To reach this point, fer- 
tilizer must be coupled with top manage- 
ment 


The medium level is the one you 
get unless you ask for high or low. 
This assumes average management 
levels. 


Since the high level is the one that 
usually brings top returns, you may want 
to consider it. It’s not too late to talk with 
your county extension director about a 
high level recommendation from soil test 
results you already have. 

Even if you didn’t get soil tested, you'll 
still find it profitable to use fertilizer. 
And you can come pretty close to the 
plant food needs of your soil 


Recommendations below are a sort 
of “average” within areas of the 
state. Certain situations modify these 
averages. 


@ For example, fertilizer recommend- 
ed for corn is for first-year corn following 
a legume or getting a heavy application 
of manure. For corn 2 or more years 
away from a legume, increase the nitro- 
gen recommendation by 30 to 40 pounds 
per acre. 

@ All small grain is assumed to be 
seeded with a legume to be left one year 
for hay or pasture. If it is to be left 2 
years, increase the phosphate recom- 
mendation by 30 to 40 pounds per acre. 

@ These ‘averages’ also assume that 
lime needs have been taken care of. 

@ Be sure to consider carryover from 
last year’s applications of fertilizer, too. 
This is especially important where oats 
follow corn receiving nitrogen. Count on, 
about 25 percent of the nitrogen remain- 
ing in the soil, and reduce the nitrogen 
recommendation for oats by the amount 
of carryover. 

@ Bottom land soils are often so vari- 
able, that “average” recommendations 
are of little value. 

@ Peat or muck soils generally need 
liberal applications of phosphate and pot- 
ash but little or no nitrogen. 

Check the map at right for the area 
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in which you live. Then check the gen- 
eral recommendations for that area. But 
keep in mind the qualifications which are 
not included in area information. 


AREA 1 


On black level soils, about 100 pounds per 
acre of 5-20-20 or the equivalent does as well as 
Rolling soils supply a little more 
potash for seedlings. They respond well to 
5-20-10, 

Also for corn, about 30 pounds of available 


corn starters. 


phosphate is a good bet. About three-fourths of 
soils samples in the area test low to very low. 

High lime spots are likely to need about 40 
pounds of phosphate and 20 pounds of potash 
in addition to starter. Two hundred pounds of 
0-20-10 would do this job. 

For small grains seeded with a legume apply 
40 pounds of phosphate. Figure about 10 pounds 
of nitrogen for the level black soils. Rolling 
soils can use twice that amount. You may want 
to skip the nitrogen and double the phosphate 
rate on the high lime spots. 


AREA 2 

One hundred pounds of 5-20-20 is a good guess 
for starter fertilizer. The rolling Carrington 
soils will probably need an extra 20 pounds of 
nitrogen for corn—even following a good legume 
sod. On the more level Floyd and Clyde soils, 
about 30 pounds per acre of potash will be 
needed in addition to the starter. 

For small grains use 15 to 20 pounds of nitro- 
gen and about 60 pounds of phosphate. The 
more level soils will need the same treatment 
plus about 30 pounds of potash. 

This area includes some sandy soils. On these 
soils, spring application of both nitrogen and 
potash is preferred. Otherwise, there may be 
excessive leaching losses. 


AREA 3 


Most of the phosphate and potash needs for 
the corn crop can be supplied thru the starter 
fertilizer. One hundred pounds of 5-20-10 is 
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most often recommended. Poorer soils of the 
area are likely to need an extra 25 or 30 pounds 
of nitrogen for corn—even following a legume 
sod. 

For small grains, 15 to 30 pounds of nitrogen 
is often needed. Use the lower rate on the better 
soils. Figure on using about 30 pounds of phos- 
phate. 


AREA 4 


On the more level soils, phosphate needs of 
corn crop can usually be taken care of with 
starter fertilizer. For the whole area, 100 
pounds of 5-20-20 is a good bet. Potash content 
can be cut in half on Tama and Otley soils

Check the quality 
of baling wire 
To the editor: I’ve had a 

chance to buy up some im- 
ported baling wire at a low 
price. Is there any way I 
can be sure that the wire is 
of good quality?—D. L., 
Dubuque county, Iowa. 


The American Society of Ag- 
ricultural Engineers has set up 
standards for baling wire. If 
wire is labeled according to 
these standards, it should give 
satisfactory performance. 

The label will read: “Pack- 
age No. 3150, ASAE Standard 
Baling Wire (2 coils), 144 gage, 
3,150 feet 1% per coil.” The 
label for 6,500 foot packages is 
similar. 

Baling wire should also carry 
the name or brand name of the 
wire manufacturer. And neces- 
sary instructions for storing and 
handling should be included. 

The wire should be finished 
with an oil-base protective coat, 
or an anti-rust material that 
won't produce gummy condi- 
tions on the baler mechanism 





To the Editor: I rented 
a farm until 1956. I always 
paid for half of the clover 
seed while the landlord paid 
the other half. That was in 
the lease. 

In 1957, the landlord be- 
gan farming the land and 
got the benefit of the seed 
I paid for in 1956. Should 
the landlord pay me for my 
half? — J.H.E., Calhoun 
county, Iowa. 


Whether or not you could 
claim and collect this money 
depends on what was written 
in your lease. If you have no 
written lease indicating that you 
should be repaid you would have 
difficulty collecting this amount 
three years later. 

Another point to consider. 
If there was a stand of seeding 
on the farm when you came to 
which you did not contribute, 
then you should not expect re- 
payment for your seeding made 
under the same circumstances.

The high yields 
and good persistence of adapted varieties have made 


alfalfa the top forage legume in the state. 


Crop specialists say it 


could be substituted for red clover on many of the soils where that 


legume is still a forage mainstay. 


Alfalfa good bet 
for high yields 


LFALFA produces its way 

into popularity with more 
farmers each year. The acreage 
of alfalfa in lowa has doubled 
since 1950. 

In 1958, nearly 2% million 
acres of the high-yielding leg- 
ume were planted in Iowa. But 
there’s room for a lot more. 

Last year, the acreage of red 
clover in Iowa totaled about 1% 
million acres. 

“Red clover may still have a 
place on soils that are too acid 
for alfalfa,” says D. A. Roh- 
weder, Iowa State College agron- 
omist. 

But he points out that al- 
falfa is a better choice, over 
all. Alfalfa is more produc- 
tive as hay and pasture, and 
persists longer than red 
clover. 

Production is the big talking 
point for alfalfa. 

The average yield for alfalfa 
in Iowa for the years 1947 thru 
1956 was 2.17 tons per acre. Red 
clover yield, averaged over the 
same period, was 1.4 tons per 
acre. 

In Minnesota, the 10-year av- 
erage for alfalfa was 2.2 tons. 
Red clover tonnage was 1.42. 
Wisconsin figures were very sim- 
ilar. 

To give consistent high yields, 
alfalfa does require fertile, ade- 
quately limed soils. But farmers 
have found that this lime and 
fertilizer is a good investment. 

Leslee Morris, Story county, 
Iowa, likes the productivity of 
alfalfa. It’s displaced clover in 
his operation. 

He points out that one of 

e “drawbacks” to alfalfa 
—an early hay crop during 
the busiest season — has 
been at least partially offset 
by new equipment. 


“Four-row cultivators, for ex-

most soils in lowa 
ample, let you get corn ‘out of 
the way’ fast. So you have a 
better chance to take alfalfa 
when it’s ready,’ Morris says 

There’s another advantage to 
alfalfa’s high productivity. Less 
total acreage of this legume is 
required to meet complete for- 
age needs. 

Alfalfa and red clover are 
about equal in total digestible 
nutrients. But alfalfa tops red 
clover in percent digestible pro- 
tein. 

The figure for average alfalfa 
hay is about 11 percent. For red 
clover hay of average quality, 
the level is a little more than 7 
percent. 

Green alfalfa contains around 
3.5 percent digestible protein. 
Fresh red clover forage has a 
digestible protein content of 
just under 3 percent. 

Varieties of alfalfa recom- 
mended vary according to the 
intended use of the seeding 

Agronomist Rohweder sug- 
gests Grimm, Ladak, Cossack or 
northern common alfalfas where 
the seeding will be left only one 
or 2 years. For 3 to 5 year 
stands, he recommends Buffalo 
or Ranger. 

“Vernal is a better choice in 
longer stands—from 5 to 7 
years,” he says. 

It’s also the best variety for 
pasture seedings. Vernal has 
out-performed other alfalfa va- 
rieties in grazing trials in lowa 
and Wisconsin. 

Rohweder advises plant- 
ing alfalfa in a mixture with 
one or more grasses. “The 
combination gives greater 
total forage production,” he 
says. 

That’s a goal of all farmers— 
getting the most forage produc- 
tion per acre of meadow. Alfal- 
fa is a good legume to use for 
that job in lowa.

Seven steps for 
top corn yields 


‘EVEN STEPS for getting top 
yields of corn this year have 
been listed by the Middle West 


| Soil _ Improvement Committee. 


These steps for top yields in- 
clude: 

1. Get the soil tested now if 
this job hasn’t been done. 

2. If the test indicates the soil 
is low in phosphate and potash, 
you'll need to apply large 
amounts of these nutrients 
These large fertilizer applica- 
tions should be broadcast and 
plowed or worked into the soil 
before planting. Nitrogen is 
needed, too. Where corn does 
not follow a plowed-down leg- 
ume, add anywhere from 80 to 
150 pounds of nitrogen fertilizer 
per acre 

3. If the soil test is high, use 
maintenance amounts of ferti- 
lizer to keep it that way. 

4. Plow and prepare a good 
seedbed, but don’t over-work 
the soil. 

5. Plant 16,000 good kernels 
per acre of an adapted hybrid 
variety. 


6. Add a row fertilizer in 
the planter attachment as 
a matter of insurance. In 
cold, wet weather this can 
be particularly helpful in 
increasing yields. 


7. Cultivate only enough to 
control weeds. Avoid deep cul- 
tivation. 

T. L. Kurtz, University of [l- 
linois agronomist, points out 
that a loose, well-drained soil 
with good water-holding capaci- 
ty is best for maximum corn 
yields.

but not off the farm,” said 
a farmer in Delaware county.

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Is electricity vital 
to your operation? 


Here are ideas on installing 
standby electrical power 


| AVE YOU ever stopped to 

consider how vital electri- 
cal power is to your farming 
operation? The power compa- 
nies have a good record for re- 
liable service, but eventually 
you are going to be without 
electricity for at least a short 
period of time, due to storms 
or other factors over which there 
is no control 

You may want to consider 
providing some sort of an emer- 
gency, or standby, source of 
electrical power. Then, during 
a temporary power loss, your 
operation won’t be at a com- 
plete standstill. 

You can buy a complete power 
plant in just about any size 
needed. These plants include 
generator, gasoline or diesel 
engine, and distribution panel 
However, the cost of such a sys- 
tem for standby use is prohibi- 
tive in most cases. 

There are two basic arrange- 
ments—stationary and portable 
With either type, you'll need a

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double throw sw'ich to enable 
you to disconnect -ne hi-line and 
connect your generator into 
your wiring system. 


With the farm tractor 
available as a power source, 
it seems only logical to con- 
sider arrangements which 
would utilize the tractor 
engine. 


If you hook your generator 
onto your wiring without dis- 
connecting from the power line, 
you will be feeding power back 
thru your transformer and elec- 
trifying a section of the line at 
high voltage. This could be 
fatal for any repair men working 
on the line. 

So before making any ar- 
rangements to hook a generator 
into your own wiring, check 
with your electrical company to 
be sure that you have a safe 
hookup. 

Here’s how to plan for your 
own electrical standby needs 
First, determine your capacity 


ereretee 


eee 
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requirements. List all essential 
motors by horsepower and all 
essential heating and lighting 
requirement by watts. A motor 
rated at one horsepower re- 
quires about 2,000 watts for 
starting but only about 1,000 
watts after it is up to speed. 

Fractional horsepower motors 
have starting and running re- 
quirements in proportion to 
their size. Heating and lighting 
equipment does not require ex- 
tra starting current. 

Thus, by starting the largest 
motors first, then the smaller 
motors, and finally the heating 
and lighting equipment, you can 
make full use of the capacity 
of your emergency generator 

It is also possible to stagger 
the use of some equipment. For 
instance, the milk cooler could 
be shut off during the time the 
milking machine was in opera- 
tion, then started again as soon 
as the milking machine was shut 
off. 

The total watts required 
for running (but not neces- 
sarily starting) all the essen- 
tial motors, plus the require- 
ments of the essential lights 
and heaters, will determine 
the size of standby gener- 
ator required. 

Now, consider the difference 
between stationary and portable 
units: 

Stationary. A wide range of 
generator capacities is available 


The horsepower output of your 


tractor will set the top limit 
for this type unit. It will be 


necessary to provide a perma- 
nent mounting base for the gen- 
erator as well as a building to 
protect it from the weather. 

A tractor is normally belted 
to these units. In order to be 
able to use the outfit during 
rainstorms, it will also be nec- 
essary to provide a _ building 
large enough to belt up the trac- 
tor and keep the whole rig dry, 
to prevent belt slippage. 

The stationary unit cannot be 
used for any other purpose be- 
sides a standby power source. 
However, it will always be on 
hand and ready to go as quick- 
ly as you can belt up the tractor 

Portable. One major farm 
equipment manufacturer offers 
a portable type generator. This 
generator is a trailer-type unit 
and is driven by PTO. Any make 
of tractor with standard PTO 
and 25 horsepower, or more, 
can be utilized. 

If about 6,000 watts capacity

1959 corn yield test 


Yields averaged 109 bushels 
per acre. That’s a new record 
since tests were started in 1920. 

The tests included 33 hybrids 
in 23 locations over the state. 





Test fields received normal 
amounts of fertilizer. Planting | 
rate was figured for 16,000 
plants per acre. | 

Many of the hybrids have been 
in the test for more than one | 
year. Two-year averages for 
some show these average dif- | 
ferences between high and low 
hybrids: 

25 bushels in yield 

6 percent in moisture 

16 percent in lodged stalks 

4 percent in dropped ears. 


Detailed differences are shown 
in the 1958 Corn Yield Test 
Bulletin now available from your 
county extension director. 


Topping corn plants 


Will topping the corn plant 
speed maturity and drying? 

W. A. Russell, Iowa State Col- 
lege corn breeder, did some test- 
ing on this last year. Time of 
topping varied from 30 to 65 
days after the corn was half 
silked. 

Time of maturity was not 
changed. Average was still 57 
days. 

At the most, Russell found 
1.4 percent difference in mois- 
ture content—about the amount 
you’d expect to lose in 3 days of 
good drying weather. 

His conclusion: It looks like 
topping doesn’t hurt yields if 
it’s done at least 40 days after 
the 50 percent silking stage. It 
might help when moisture is 
short after topping. More in- 
formation is needed. But so far, 
this and other data doesn’t show 
much advantage for topping.

: Y HUSBAND and I always plan to 

do the painting and redecorating 
together—but something usually happens 
and I end up by doing it myself,” said a 
farm woman recently. 

The modern “do-it-yourself” hobby is 
an old one for the farm woman. If she 
wants to change the color of the walls in 
one room or re-do the whole house, she’s 
entirely capable of doing it by herself. 

However, if she plans to do the work 
during a slack season on the farm, she’s 
likely to have help. 


But even with the best of help, 
she’s the one who does the planning, 
selects the colors, and buys the 
materials. 


Is this your year for re-doing your 
nouse? Where do you begin? 

From past experience, you know it’s im- 
portant to have all of your materials on 
hand. There’s nothing worse than having 
to stop in the middle of a wall and go to 
town to match wallpaper, buy more paint, 
or pick up some thinner. 

So go over your house room by room. 
List the articles and the amount of ma- 
terials you may need. Better to end up 
with an extra roll of paper and can of 
paint than to run short. 

If you plan to re-do the kitchen, bath- 
room or family room you'll want a finish 
that is hard, smooth and resistant to mois- 
ture. These rooms get a lot of use, so 
the finish should be washable and not 
attract dust. 


High gloss or semi-gloss paint may 
be your answer if you decide to paint 
the rooms. However, if you use wall- 
paper, choose either a_plastic-im- 
pregnated or plastic-coated paper 
that is easily cleaned. 


These papers come in a variety of 
colors and designs that can be selected to 
match just about any color scheme. 
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If you re-do your living room, watch 
out for intensity of color. What looks 
like a nice mild tint on a color card may 
look very different when spread over a 
larger surface. 

If you can manage it, you might paint 
an inconspicuous corner of your room 
with the color you select—live with it for 
a few days and see how you like it. It’s 
easier to change your mind at this stage 
than later. 

Remember, too, that lighter colors tend 
to make a room look larger, and darker 
just the opposite. Dull finishes give softer 
tones and provide a quieter background 
for your furnishings. 

If you select wallpaper for your living 
room, you find that plain or small all- 
over designs are more restful than heavily 
patterned papers. All-over designs can 
cover up imperfections in your walls. 


How do you choose paints? First 
you must know them. 


Oil base flat paints are high in pigment 
and oil content. A good quality paint 
will have a slight sheen, a poor quality 
will not. Semi-gloss paints are lower in 
pigment and oil but have more binders 
than flat paint. 

Gloss paints are high in binders. They 
have a smooth texture and a high gloss. 

Casein paints use water for a thinner, 
they can be purchased in powder or paste 
form. These water-thinned casein paints 
are fast drying with a high reflectance.

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Rubber-based paints are very popular 
with home decorators. They are odorless, 
quick-drying, and have a solid film that 
makes them resistant to stains 


If you select a casein or a rubber 
base paint, you'll want to use a roller 
for the large areas. Brushes can be 
used for those places a roller won't 
reach. 


Whatever paint you choose, be sure 
and read the directions on the can before 
you start. Paint from the ceiling to the 
floor in strips not more than 2 feet wide. 
Use fan strokes to join strips. A good 
paint job shows no brush marks 


Some women prefer to redecorate with 
wallpaper. A good choice may help to 
furnish the room, open up small areas, 
raise or lower ceilings. 


To insure good results, tape up or 
pin up a sample of wallpaper in the room 
or rooms you plan to redecorate. See how 
it looks both by daylight and by artificial 
light. You'll want it to harmonize with 
other colors as well as with the style of 
your furniture. 


When rooms open up together, like a 
living and dining room, related papers 
will give a unified scheme of decoration. 


Choose a cool, damp day to hang paper 
so that it does not dry too soon and crack. 
Cut paper in lengths matching the pat- 
tern. Cut off the edges to avoid over- 
lapping. 


Paper the ceiling first. Let the ceiling 
lengths extend down the side walls several 
inches. Use a chalk line to guide your 
first strip.

Soaps, detergents 
have special uses 


I AVE you been confused by 

the type of soap or deter- 
gent to buy? There are so many 
different kinds to choose from 
on grocery store shelves that 
it’s difficult te know which to 
use. 

If you haven’t been satisfied 
with the way your clothes look 
after washing, perhaps you've 
been using the wrong one for 
your needs 

It’s a good idea to read the 
label on the box before you buy 
soap or detergent. If the label 
says the product is not a soap, 
and if it claims to leave no curd 
or scum in hard water, it’s prob- 
ably a synthetic detergent. 

The chief difference be- 
tween the two is that soap 
reacts with mineral salts to 
form a scum while deter- 
gents do not. 

Soap may do a better clean- 
ing job in soft water areas. But 
where water is hard, a softener 
or conditioner must be added 
with soap. Here, you may find 
a detergent is less expensive and 
more convenient. 

Heavy duty soaps and deter- 
gents contain “builders,” some 
of which are water softeners. 
These are the products that are 
recommended for general laun- 
dry purposes. 

But these heavy duty products 
may be hard on fine fabrics 
Light-weight soaps and deter- 
gents are made for these more 
delicate articles. The label on 
the box will indicate the uses 
for the product. 

A lack of suds does not mean 
a lack of cleaning power. Low- 
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sudsing detergents were de 
veloped for use in automatic 
washers. They can be used suc- 
cessfully in non-automatic ma- 
chines, too

STARTED PULLETS — birds 
"nearly ready to start laying 
—are becoming popular as re- 
placements for some Iowa flock 
owners. 

“We have to use started pul- 
lets,” says Lavern Osterson, 
Greene county, lowa. Osterson 
is a partner in a 5,000 hen com- 
mercial egg operation. 

“Since we're strictly in egg 
production, we don’t have facili- 
ties to raise replacements. And 
we have to maintain year-around 
production. So started pullets 
are the answer for us,” Oster- 
son says. 

Most large commercial egg 
ventures must utilize ready-to- 
lay replacements. Some buy 
started pullets, others have fa- 
cilities necessary to raise their 
own. 

How about the farm flock own- 
er? Greene county farmer 
Charles Gibson has a 2,500 bird 
flock. It’s an important side- 
line in his diversified farming 
business. 


“We bought started pul- 
lets this year, and we like 
them,” Gibson says. 

He adds, “The birds are culled, 
wormed, vaccinated and de- 
beaked when you get them. You 
can turn back the ones you 
don’t like.” 

Gibson, like Osterson, likes to 
have egg producers in the laying 
house 12 months of the year. 
And he doesn’t have housing or 
equipment for raising chickens 
in cold weather. 

“That’s what we’d have to do 
to keep replacements coming 
for our flock,” he points out. 

Gibson got his pullets when 
they were 19 weeks old. They 
cost him $1.90 apiece. 

How does this compare with 
the cost of raising pullets your- 
self? An Iowa report shows pul- 
let costs varying from $1.18 to 
$1.74 per bird at 5 months. 

4 study in Illinois was based 
on the records of seven farmers. 
Their average pullet cost was 
$1.62 per chick raised. The 
range was from about $1.14 to 
$1.99. 

Farmers with efficient chick- 
raising operations may save 
money. Others have pullet costs 
equal to or exceeding the price 
of started pullets. 


Some farmers like to con- 
centrate on egg production. 
They prefer to let special- 
ized growers assume the 
risk of raising chicks. 

There are advantages to start- 
ed pullets. But there are also 
some disadvantages. Poultry- 
man §S. F. Ridlen, University of 
Illinois, has summed up points 


for and against the use of started 
birds. 

On the plus side, he says 

started puilets eliminate pos- 
sible losses in raising chicks. A 
farmer can make better use of 
his time, buildings and equip- 
ment. 
- The disease hazards may be 
reduced. Pullets can be im- 
munized without endangering 
layers. 

Better pullets may be provided 
because growers become ex- 
perienced at their job. Early 
culling may be minimized. 

The producer can specialize 
in egg production. His labor 
needs are more evently spread 
thru the year. 

Those are advantages to using 
started pullets. On the other 
hand, Ridlen points out these 
considerations: 

Buying started pullets means 
that the producer may have no 
say in their feeding program 
during the growth period. 

Likewise, the buyer may not 
get birds with desired immuni- 
zation. There is a disease haz- 
ard. A buyer could be out of 
business temporarily if his pro- 
spective supply of pullets were 
wiped out. 

“Both the grower and the buy- 
er of started pullets have a lot 
at stake,” Ridlen says. “For 
best results they need to work 
closely together—and have a 
complete and firm understand- 
ing of their agreement.” 

It’s a good idea to buy 
close to home, if possible. 
This helps to avoid losses in 
shipment. 


Before you buy from a grow- 
er, check into his reputation and 
ability. Visit with growers using 
his pullets. Get information on 
his feeding, vaccination and san- 
jtation programs. 

If you invest in started pullets 
be sure your own management is 
up to date. Give birds every 
chance to make you a profit

What housing 
for baby pigs? 


By Dick Hagen 

XPANDED HOG growing operations 

call for many changes in manage- 
ment and facilities. 

Colleges, research and experiment sta- 
tions, and commercial concerns are con- 
tinually developing improved methods. 
But right now, areas needing improve- 
ment most seem to be management, dis- 
ease control, and housing 

One of the most serious deficiencies 
noted today by some researchers is ade- 
quate housing for pigs from birth to 
weaning. 

Let’s examine what a satisfactory build- 
ing includes, and how some Iowa hog 
raisers feel they have solved the housing 
problem: 

A house should not be subject to ex- 
treme temperature or moisture changes. 
Holding down these stress factors during 
the critical farrowing-nursing period 
saves pigs. In fact, this is where good 
housing can pay off most. 


Remodeling or converting existing 
buildings is probably the most com- 
mon way of getting a modern farrow- 
ing house. 


It’s often an inexpensive project and 
the finished house can meet all of your 
farrowing needs. Agricultural engineers 
caution, however, that a careless remodel- 
ing job can increase your problems. 


Robert Sandquist, Story county, Iowa, 
is farrowing four times a year now. 

“I couldn’t consider spending $5,000 
for a central farrowing house right now,” 
says Sandquist. “So I’ve remodeled an 
older building.” 

His new farrowing house, equipped 
with 16 pens, is structurally sound. A 
good cement floor and tight siding prom- 
ise many years of use. Sandquist will 
insulate the building and install a space 
heater for year-around farrowing. 


He’ll make good use of the money 
saved by remodeling too. Another 
growing-finishing shed and concrete 
floor are next on the building pro- 
gram. 


Many hog men expanding their opera- 
tions have found a new building to be 
their best choice. This invalves a sizeable 
cash outlay—cost may range from $4,000 
to $8,000 for a good-sized, well-equipped 
building. 

This kind of expenditure for housing 
can be justif.ed with a large volume hog 
business. 

Better efficiency and management are 
often realized by the farmer who builds 
new, too. 

A sore spot in many outdated buildings 
is the handling of feed, manure, and the 
sows and litters. Labor demands are high 
during farrowing, too, so you can profit 
from the extra conveniences that reduce 
this work load. 

Economizing on additional housing may 
be one way to afford the kind of farrow- 
ing house you want. 

If you’re hoping to boost income thru 
volume, it'll pay to devote a lot of your 
expansion budget to a farrowing-nursery 
setup. 

Bob Kline, Benton county, lowa, uses 
a $5,000 24-pen, central farrowing house. 
His hog production, with 5 farrowings,

has grown to about 1,000 hogs a year. 


Once Kline’s pigs leave the far- 
rowing house, sheds constructed from 
straw bales are their only shelter. 


The sheds are three bales high, about 
12 feet wide, and any desired length. 
Woven wire and scrap lumber may be 
used to frame the bales in place. 

“I wanted to keep my housing invest- 
ment to a minimum but still give the baby 
pigs the care they need for a fast start,” 
Kline says. “This arrangement let me 
build a good farrowing-nursery house— 
the pigs are well cared for during the 
critical days until weaning.” 

Heating, cooling, and ventilation prob 
Jems are common in the farrowing house, 
but some contro] of the environment is 
necessary. 

Plan on a source of heat and some type 
of ventilation system. lowa State College 
agricultural engineers recommend forced 
ventilation. Best system for the farrowing 
house seems to be a combination of ex- 
haust and forced intake. 

Your weaning program may influence 
the arrangement of your farrowing house. 
Highly fortified starter feeds give the 
hog man a range of weaning choices 

There’s no one recommended time— 
each producer should follow the plan best 
suited to his management level. Aver- 
age weaning time is probably about 6 
weeks for the large producer. 


Warren Seevers, Butler county, 
lowa, weans at 5 weeks. “By that 
time your pigs are off to a good start. 
They’re eating starter feeds and the 
sows haven’t gone down much.” 


Seevers farrows 5 times per year, 16 
litters per farrowing. He’s been following 
this schedule for 5 years. 

What are the economics of early wean- 
ing? You can save $3.40 per pig by wean- 
ing at 3 weeks rather than 8 weeks, ac- 
cording to animal husbandmen at lowa 
State. 

They say early weaning gives you a 97 
cent saving in feed cost per pig; a 52 cent 
Saving in sow weight loss; and a 5 pound 
heavier pig worth an extra $1.90 at mar- 
ket time. 

Remember, tho, to wean at 3 weeks. 
you'll need above average management 
and equipment.

New outlets for 
farm products 


Economists explore all ways of 
boosting sales of surplus items

NE DAY of the National 

Farm Institute, held recent- 

ly in Des Moines, was devoted to 

a study of farm surpluses and 

markets. Capable speakers first 

appraised our current level of 

surplus production, and our Ca- 

pacity to over-produce in the 
coming years. 

Then all avenues for boosting 
food and fiber sales were ex- 
plored. The questions asked 
were (1) Can we use more at 
home? (2) Can we sell more to 
foreign countries? And (3) can 
we give away more to foreign 
countries? 

No one doubted our ability 
to produce more than we can 
consume here and sell in nor- 
mal world trade. Roy Battles, 
assistant to the master of The 
National Grange, quoted three 
experts. 

They agreed that our 
over-capacity to produce 
food will continue for at 
least another 10 years. 

Our surpluses can be expected 
to run from 5 to 10 percent 
above normal markets. Im- 
proved farming methods are 
likely to boost production faster 
than our population growth in 
the foreseeable future. 

R. L. Kohls, Purdue econo- 
mist, says that the U. S. food 
market has been expanding at 
the rate of about 2 percent a 
year. It comes from two factors 
—population growth and higher 
incomes. Higher incomes have 
enabled consumers to upgrade 
their diet, and use more live- 
stock products. 

Can we eat more? Kohls says 
we can—at a price. But it takes 
drastic reductions in prices to 
bring about any worthwhile 
boost in consumption. 

Farmers’ goal, of course, is to 
boost consumption without low- 
ering prices. One thing sure, the 
consumers want, and will pay 
for, additional processing, serv- 
ices, and convenience in connec- 
tion with their food purchases. 

Kohls says there are two gen- 
eral ways in which we may get 
consumers to spend more money 
for food. One, we can pay them 
to do it (food consumption sub- 
sidy programs). Two, we can 
persuade them to do it (adver- 
tising and promotion). 

Consumption subsidies were 
tried on a limited scale in the 
late 1930’s and early 1940’s with 
the Food Stamp Plan. The pres- 
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ent School Lunch Program is 
also a food consumption subsidy. 


The idea behind these 
programs is that some 
people just can’t afford an 
adequate diet. Kohls says 
that surveys indicate that 
not over 10 percent of our 
people really have poor 
average diets. 


Nevertheless, if all U. S. diets 
were improved to minimum de- 
sirable levels, the market for 
food would be boosted 4 or 5 
percent. Kohls estimates the 
cost of such a subsidy at more 
than $2.5 billion annually, how- 
ever. 

The job of persuading people 
to spend extra money for food 


thru promotional efforts is a 
very difficult one, Kohls be- 
lieves. The demand for food is 


extremely inelastic 

He does not put much hope 
in the expansion of our total 
market for food with advertis- 
ing. But it may be possible to 
change buying habits and up- 
grade diets 
new uses for 
farm products? New industrial 
uses will come only from a 
break-thru in research studies. 
There is no good way to plan 
or measure potential in this area. 

We currently use only about 
7 percent of our acreage to pro- 
duce items for industrial pur- 
poses. Expanding this market 
depends primarily on “luck.” 


Can we find 


Can we help ourselves to big- 
ger foreign markets? Kenneth 
Hood, economist with American 
Farm Bureau Federation, <ackled 
this one. 

About 11 percent of our farm 
output was exported last year, 
and about 13 percent in 1957. 
Major export items are cotton, 
wheat, tobacco, rice, lard, vege- 
table oils, and fruits. 

But exports are important to 
all farmers. When the cotton 
market shrinks, cotton producers 
will grow beef, produce milk, 
and raise corn and hogs. 


Foreign trade is a very 
complicated matter. Prob- 
ably close to 90 percent re- 
lies on gimmicks of some 
kind — trade agreements, 
subsidies, and so forth. 
United States is the leading 

exporter of farm products. Our 
share has ranged from one-fifth 
to one-seventh of the world 
total. In recent years it has

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been equal to the combined ex- 
ports of the countries in second 
and third place—Canada and 
Australia. 

We have boosted our foreign 
sales thru Public Law 480. Un- 
der it we accept foreign cur- 
rencies for our agricultural sur- 
pluses. 

Hood says this and other ex- 
port subsidy programs jeopar- 
dize future dollar markets. Ag- 
riculture’s primary job in the 
export area is to develop per- 
manent dollar markets for its 
products. Public Law 480 will 
not do this, Hood believes. 

Foreign sales have been in- 
creased with government sub- 
sidies for wheat, cotton, and 
other commodities. Another 
proposal for boosting exports is 
the multiple-price approach. Un- 
der it, the domestic market 
would be supported near parity, 
and exports would go at a lower 
price. 

Hood says that such sub- 
sidization of exports is con- 
sidered dumping by other 
countries. Many of them are 
extremely unhappy over our 
present programs. 


Thus Hood, speaking for 
AFBF, is in favor of restricting 
our current subsidies that boost 
farm exports. He preferrea the 
approach now being taken by 
Farm Bureau at their new trade 
eenter in Rotterdam, Holland. 

Major objectives of this new 
trade center will be to promote 
and expand markets, with spe- 
cial emphasis on western Eu- 
rope. They will officially open 
en March 20. 

It will provide a meeting place 
for sellers and foreign buyers. 
It is hoped that new foreign out- 
lets will be uncovered thru use 
of the trade center. 

In conclusion, Hood says ex- 
pansion of foreign trade de- 
pends on three things: (1) The 
ability of foreign countries to 
earn dollars; (2) The ability of 
our traders to be competitive on 
price and quality; and (3) The 
ability of our merchandisers to 
supply what is wanted, when it 
is wanted. We can have bigger 
foreign markets only if we work 
and fight for them and earn 
them, concludes Hood. 

Can we give our surpluses 
away? Willard W. Cochran, cur- 
rently a visiting professor at the 
University of Chicago, tackled 
this one. 

Cochran says that subsidized 
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surplus disposal in foreign mar- 
kets is now big business. The 
last 3 or 4 years, around 40 
percent of our farm exports 
moved under some sort of gov- 
ernment subsidy program. 

He doesn’t see much change 
in this area in the foreseeable 
future. So he believes we should 
strive to make these surplus dis- 
posal programs as useful and 
beneficial as possible to all con- 
cerned. 

Cochran suggests that we 
use our surpluses to help 
people in under-developed 
countries help themselves. 
They may be used to create 
productive capital in these 
countries, and provide new 
jobs for workers. 


A vast amount of wealth, per- 
haps $8 billion since 1952, has 
been transferred from U. S. 
to impoverished people abroad. 
Yet, even tho everyone likes a 
bargain, there have been few 
lasting benefits to the recipient 
countries. 

They get more food to eat 
for a time. But little else has 
been achieved. In short, our 
disposal programs don’t go any- 
where. They have been tempo- 
rary disposal programs. 

So Cochran urges that our sur- 
plus foods be used in only two 
ways. One, to help out in famine 
situations. And, second, used 
to finance the development of 
backward countries. 

Our surpluses would be sold 
to these countries at very low 
prices, or given to them. The 
food would be used to feed and 
clothe workers engaged in such 
developments as building roads, 
clearing land, and constructing 
irrigation projects. 

The recipient countries must 
be made to prove that our gifts 
do not reduce their purchases of 
food elsewhere. Thus we could 
not be accused of “dumping” 
our surpluses. 

Cochran admits such a pro- 
gram would cost more than our 
present surplus disposal pro- 
grams. But, he says, we would 
show the world that we can 
make a creative use of our 
agricultural bounty. 


In summary, there seems 
to be few bright spots in 
the picture for expanding 
sales of farm products. But 
we are likely to give away 
more abroad, and there are 
better ways to do it than 
we are using at present.

RRIGATION pumps will churn 

again this year in western 
Iowa. 

Soil moisture is low in a num- 
ber of border counties where 
much of the state’s irrigation is 
concentrated. 

Monona county—first in the 
state in acres irrigated—is on 
the line between dry northwest 
counties and an area of fair to 
good soil moisture in the south- 
west. 

“Irrigators will be set up to 
handle more than 10,000 acres 
in the county this year,” reports 
John Rydel, Monona county ex- 
tension director. 

This represents nearly 
one-fourth of irrigated land 
in Iowa. Agricultural engi- 
neer Ted Willrich, lowa 
State College, estimates 
that irrigated acreage in the 
state could reach 44,000 
acres in 1959. 


Interest in irrigation slacked 
off last year. Seasonal rainfall 
was good over much of the 
county and the crops thrived 
without irrigation. 

Orville Johnson, Monona coun- 
ty irrigator, didn’t use his 
equipment last year. And he 
still harvested about 100 bushels 
of corn per acre 

But this year may be differ- 


ent. “At present I’m figuring 
on starting with a 6-inch pre- 
irrigation application,” Johnson 


says. “My soil moisture is very 
low.” 

Johnson operates 520 acres. 
He has irrigated 320 acres of 
that total. 

He has a heavy investment in 
equipment. His water is sup- 
plied from two Diesel 
engines are used to power the 
pumps.

How to waste 
$200,000 


Critics claim Iowa’s “legal 
settlement” 


law hurts both 


poor people and taxpayers 


By Donald R. Murphy 
OWA legislators—and other 
folks—are trying to get rid 

of an old law that might reason- 
| ably have this title: 
“An act to waste $200,000 
a year and perhaps speed 
the death of some poor 
people—mostly babies and 
old folks.” 


What kind of a law would do 
that? The answer is: lowa’s 
“legal settlement” law with its 
“notice to depart.” 

Suppose you are a farm hand 
with a family. You moved into 
Iowa from Nebraska a year ago. 
Your baby has been sick. Once 
you went to the county hospital 
to ask for some help for the 
child. 

Now you get a notice like this 
the sheriff's office: 
“You are hereby notified that 


| you are not a resident of Blank 


county; and as you have, or it 
is presumed you may apply to 
said county for aid and support, 
you are therefore hereby noti- 
fied to take your departure from 
this county and return to the 
place of your settlement, as 
Blank County will not be re- 
sponsible for your support.” 

This means that Blank county, 
where you are now working, has 
washed its hands of you and 
your family. If you get out of 
a job, and your family is sick, 
hungry or both, that is your 
hard luck. Blank county takes 
no responsibility. 

Only one other state uses 

this “notice to depart.” That 

is South Dakota, and only a 

few counties in this state 

serve the notice. In lowa, 

it is generally used. 


Sometimes the use of this 
“notice” is more exasperating 
than serious. Suppose you are 
in an auto wreck. You are taken 
to your county hospital and 
treated. Then you may get two 
documents: a bill for hospital 
services and a few days later a 
“notice to depart.” Why the 
notice? The county is playing 
safe. You might get hurt again 
and not be able to pay the bill 

All this comes back to the 
question: Who is entitled to 
public aid? 

In Iowa, you must be a resi- 
dent for 2 years before you 
are eligible for public help. But 





if anybody in the county office 
suspects that you might want 
help or need help, you can be 
served a “notice to depart” be- 


| fore the 2 years are up. 


This happened in a county in 


southern Iowa. John Jones (not 
his real name) moved from the 
northern part of Iowa, where 
he had farmed for years, to a 
southern Iowa county to be near 
relatives and to operate a small- 
er farm. 

Jones had paid his way 
all his life, but he didn’t 
look prosperous and he was 
getting older. So the sher- 
iff’s office promptly served 
him a “notice to depart” 
from the county. 


Jones had one answer. Not 
everybody in his situation knows 
about it. He filed an affidavit 
stating that he did not intend to 
receive help from the county 
and would be self-supporting for 
2 years. 

Jones lived up to that prom- 
ise. But later, 
expensive kind came to the fam- 
ily. He needed help. He got 
it from the county, but the coun- 


ty—under the Iowa law—figured 


it had a claim on the 
Jones had left more 
years before. 

So foliowed letters, calls, red 
tape and expense. Letters, phone 
calls, time of workers run up 
useless costs. 

Take another case. 
Brown left her lowa 
moved to another state, 
husband, 
home in Iowa. But she was 
served a notice and couldn't es- 
tablish a legal residence in her 
old home; 
To get public help, she would 
have had to move back to the 
state she came from.

When you need help for 

a sick baby, you need it 
quickly. You can’t move 
back across a state line, re- 
establish your residence, go 
thru the red tape at the 
county hospital. By that 
time, the sick child may be 
dead. 

The old law results 
treatment of unfortunates.

The lowa legislature is 
considering a bill to im- 
prove this situation: S. F. 
34 by Senators Elijah and 
O’Connor and H. F. 103 by 
Representatives Andrews, 
McNeal, Flatt, Reppert, 
Freed, Swisher and Falvey. 


These legislators explain the 
bill in this way: 

“The purpose of this bill is 
to eliminate the provisions of 
our poor laws which provide for 
‘Notice to Depart.’ This pro- 
vision is out of date. The present 
law makes it difficult to the 
point of impossibility to gain a 
legal settlement so that the 
individual, if he later becomes 
in need, could obtain some 
assistance. 

“County boards and relief 
agencies have extreme difficulty 
in hardship cases under the 
present law. Ohio repealed a 
similar law over a hundred years 
ago.” 

This bill also cuts the 2 
year requirement for legal resi- 
dence to one year. It eliminates 
the residence requirement be- 
tween counties. 

“Inhuman” is the adjective 
applied to the present law by 
Senator Earl Elijah of Cedar 
county, one of the sponsors of 
the reform bill. No Iowan in- 
tends to be “inhuman;” but up 
until 1959, not enough realized 
the inhumanity and the unnec- 
cessary expense of this old law.

Grow more grass 
seed in lowa? 


‘EED PRODUCTION from for- 
age grasses may hold op- 
portunity for lowa farmers, ac- 
cording to R. R. Kalton, Iowa 
State College agronomist. 

lowa can compete well with 
other areas in this field. A 
source of seed supply is likely 
to become more important as 
farmers change to improved 
and named varieties of forage 
grasses. 

Grass seed production takes 
careful management, Kalton 
warns. Best yields usually come 
from grass grown in rows and 
cultivated. It must be watched 
closely for ripeness and shatter- 
ing. 

Most grass also needs nitrogen 
fertilizer. For example, brome 
seed yields can be increased 
from less than 100 pounds per 
acre to more than 600 by a 
heavy application of nitrogen 
fertilizer. 

Grass seed production might 
also permit more intensive use 
of some of Iowa’s rolling and 
hilly land, thinks crops special- 
ist Kalton.

Home orchards 
need attention 


Nae HOME ORCHARD is only 

a side-line or hobby for most 
Iowa folks. However, you'll har- 
vest more and better fruit by 
putting to work a good man- 
agement program. 

Producing good quality fruit 
requires some work and a knowl- 
edge of orchard management. 

A. E. Cott, lowa State College 
extension horticulturist, points 
out the two most common home 
orchard problems: Pruning and 
lack of a good insect and disease 
control program. 

Do some pruning each year. 
Dormant season pruning during 
March and April is recommend- 
ed. You'll have a stronger tree 
that will also be easier to spray. 
And you'll harvest higher qual- 
ity, larger fruit. 

The first 4 years are 
the most important period 
in training a fruit tree. 
Careful pruning during this 
stage develops the future 


shape of the tree. Follow 
this pruning guide: 
1. Make all cuts close and 


parallel to remaining limbs. 

2. Paint wounds over one inch 
in diameter. A pruning com- 
pound or white lead-raw linseed 
oil works best. 

3. At planting, leave one 
leader branch and one to 3 side 
branches. Locate the lowest side 
branch about 24 inches from 
the ground and on the southwest 
side of the tree. Cut off the 
ends of these side branches, 
leaving them 16 inches long 
Cut back the leader to 24 or 28 
inches. 

4. Develop 4 to 6 main scaf- 
fold branches from the main 
stem on young trees. 

5. Prune young trees, 5 to 10 
years old, lightly. Heavy prun- 
ing prevents early bearing. 

In old trees remove dead 
wood and rubbing branches. 

For the beginner or the per- 
son setting out a few extra trees, 
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Cott likes to suggest the use of 
semi-dwarf stock. They'll cost 
a little more to buy, but the job 
of pruning, spraying and pick- 
ing the fruit is worth the dif- 
ference to most folks. 

“Most folks tend to start their 
spray program too late for good 
disease control, and quit too 
early for good insect control,” 
says Cott. 

Keeping insect and disease 
injury to a minimum is best 
done with a thoro and well-timed 
spray schedule. Your county 
extension director can furnish 
you with a “general-purpose” 
fruit spray chart. 

“It may often be impractical 
for the home orchardist to put 
on 10-14 sprays per year like 
the commercial orchard man,” 
says Cott. “But plan on at least 
7 or 8 applications. This will 
give about 75% clean fruit in 
an average year.”

Keep the base of your fruit 


trees free of weeds, grass, and 
litter. Cultivate a 10-foot circle 
around each tree. Mulch cul- 


tivation does a good job of throt- 
tling weeds and conserves mois- 
ture at the same time. 

Location of the orchard is im- 
portant, too. A _ well-drained 
area sloping to the north and 
east is preferred. This gives 
protection from the prevailing 
southwestern winds during the 
summer. 

From an economic standpoint, 
the home orchard may cost more 
than buying the fruit at the 
super market. But the pride, 
pleasure and _ satisfaction of 
picking your own fruit from a 
backyard tree is hard to over- 
come.

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Know your tractor’s 
hydraulic system 


YRACTICALLY all present day 
tractors up to the 4 or 5- 
plow size have available, either 
as standard or optional equip- 
ment, some sort of a hitch and 
hydraulic system. 

Many of the various manu- 
facturers’ systems are similar 
enough to allow different makes 
of tractors and implements to 
be used together. 

However, the various systems 
are not identical in operation. 
Here are some items that will 
help you get the best possible 
use from your tractor’s hydraul- 
ic and hitch system. (No one 
tractor will necessarily have all 
the features discussed.) 

The hydraulic system can be 
described briefly as composed 
of an engine-driven pump; one 
or more control valves; one or 
more hydraulic cylinders, either 
enclosed within the tractor, or 
separate and movable; and the 
necessary metal lines and flex- 
ible hoses to connect the various 
parts. The entire system is filled 
with oil as the working fluid. 

If you have an older trac- 
tor with a hydraulic system 
that tends to become noisy 
and sluggish in cold weath- 
er, consult your dealer, 
about improved fluids. 

For instance, some systems 
for which SAE 10W motor oil 
is specified can be improved by 
the use of 5W20 multiple vis- 
cosity oil. 

The hydraulic pressure de- 
veloped increases with an in- 
creased load on the hitch. Some- 
where (generally buried inside 
the lift) is a relief valve to pre- 
vent this pressure from going 
too high. 

If you feel that more lifting 
capacity is needed, consult your 
dealer. It’s possible that the 
manufacturer may have ap- 
proved a higher relief valve set- 
ting, based upon field test ex- 
perience after your tractor was 
manufactured. 

When you overload the hitch, 
the operation of the relief valve 
can generally be heard as a dis- 
tinct “whirr’” or “buzz.” Be 
careful not to use the lift for 
an extended period of time with 
the relief valve operating. This 
will cause the oil to overheat. 

If your tractor has a hy- 
draulic pump that can be 
disconnected, be sure to 
utilize this when the tractor 
is being used for belt or 
drawbar work. This will in- 
crease the life of your 
pump. 

Since the pump requires a 
small amount of power, even 
when the hitch is not being used, 
disconnecting will improve your 
fuel economy. 

Your tractor may have a flow- 
rate regulator, either on the 
pump, or as part of the control 
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levers. Use the high settings 
when operating a manure load- 
er or similar device, and the 
lower rates when using a plow 
or disk harrow on the hitch. 

This lower rate keeps the 
hitch from being too jerky and 
erratic in operation. 

Check for leaks in the pres- 
sure lines by looking for signs 
of escaping oil, or collection of 
dirt in oily areas. Leaks in the 
suction part of the system will 
allow air to enter. This causes 
the pump to become noisy and 
the oil to foam. These suction 
leaks can be detected by squirt- 
ing oil on suspected joints and 
fittings. 


The hoses on the imple- 
ment should be supported 
to prevent interferences 
when turning. Keep twists 
out of the hoses. Bends 
don’t hurt hoses, but kinks 
do. 


When hooking-up, wipe the 
connectors clean before insert- 
ing. Use dust caps to protect 
the couplers when hoses are dis- 
connected. 

The hitch linkage is designed 

to do several things: (1) Lift 
the implement for transport, 
(2) provide depth regulation in 
working position, (3) transfer 
weight to the rear wheels of the 
tractor to improve traction. 

If your tractor has a drawbar 
separate from the mounted im- 
plement hitch, use the drawbar 
for towed implements. 

Unless this is done, you m: 
damage the hydraulic syste ’ 
If the PTO is to be used, make 
use of the stabilizer braces 
prevent whipping of the P 
shaft on the drawn implement 


it} 

When parking the tractor with 
an implement attached, lower 
the implement to the ground 
This prevents accidental lowe: 
ing while you are working 
around the implement. 


When transporting mount- 
ed implements, take it easy 
over rough ground. The 
bouncing of the implement 
creates high pressures in 
the hydraulic system. These 
ean actually burst the sys- 
tem if the pressures become 
too great. 

Some larger, newer tractors 
have a 3-point hitch described 
as Category Il”, while the 
smaller tractors have a “Cate- 
gory I” 3-point hitch. This has 
to do mainly with the size of 
holes in the hitch balls and the 
distance between the hitch balls 

You can use the smaller Cate- 
gory I tools with the 
hitch balls by the use of the f 
proper spacers or bushings, ob- 
tainable from your dealer. Do ; 
not attempt to operate without 
them, as you will probably dam- 
age the implement.—Melvin E.

Corn used as forage, 
green manure crop 


YIELDING ABILITY of corn 

may give it values not yet 
realized. One possibility—drill- 
ing corn at high planting rate 
strictly for forage production. 

A trial planting, made by 
Pfister Associated Growers near 
Aurora, Ill, last year, yielded 
30 tons of green material per 
acre. The hybrid corn company 
was casting about for a quick, 
cheap way of adding humus to 
heavily-cropped soil. 

Yield measurements made at 
early stages of growth indicate 
that corn may have great value 
as an emergency fora :e crop. 
They planted about 4 bushels 
of seed per acre on June 18. 

The result was a stand of 
about 300,000 plants per acre. 
Only 60 pounds of nitrogen was 
applied—which they now real- 
ized was not nearly enough for 
maximum production 

Field checks 28 days after 
planting showed 16 tons of 
green corn material growing 
per acre. Average corn height 
was 28 inches. 

A second yield check made 46 
days after planting showed that 
30.2 tons of green material had 
already been produced. Nitrogen 
ran out shortly after that, and 
a severe windstorm blew most 
of the fine-stalked corn to the 
ground. 

Most of the field was planted 
in 7-inch drill rows, but some 
plots were seeded in 14 and 21- 
inch rows. Yield results are not 
conclusive, but stalks got bigger 
as spacing was increased. The 
finest stalks and most succulent 
plants were fou.d in the nar- 
row rows. 

Whether the objective is 
cveen manure or green forage, 
the big questions still to be an- 
swered deal with rate of seedin! 
and distance between rows. Is 
the optimum rate of seeding 2 
or 3 bushels instead of 4 bush- 
els? 

Pfister Associated Growers 
hope to have answers to some 
of these and other questions be- 
fore another season rolls around. 


New tougher 

plastic pipe 

NEW FLEXIBLE polyethylene 
pipe has been put on the mar- 

ket by Carlon Products Corpora- 

tion, Cleveland, Ohio. 

It defies stress cracking and 
offers other improved features 
over previously produced pipes, 
according to the company’s an- 
nomncement. It is called Carlon 
Hi-Mol. 

Razor-like slits and pinholes 
are prevented by the molecular 
structure and high molecular 
weight of the material. This 
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structure also provides more 
strength to withstand pressure 
surges, torque stresses, and 
higher temperatures (up to 150 
degrees). 

It is slightly stiffer than or- 
dinary polyethylene, but can be 
laid in cold weather. 


Antibiotic is tested 
under farm conditions 


EXTENSIVE experimental pro- 
gram to test the effects of 
aureomycin fed to pigs has been 
conducted on seven Iowa farms. 
The complete feeding tests, 
conducted by American Cyana- 
mid Company, resulted in 7 
percent more pigs weaned, 6 to 
9 pounds additional weight over 
the control groups at marketing, 
and an average return of about 
$1 per pig over feed costs. 
Pigs receiving aureomycin had 
higher daily gains and sold for 
a higher price on a grade and 
yield basis than the control pigs. 
A total of 176 sows in the 
seven herds were divided into 
4 groups to start the test. Total 
pigs weaned numbered 1,283. 


Fire retardant paint 
A NEW PAINT that slows down 
the spreading rate of fire has 
been developed by the Du Pont 
Laboratories. The new interior 
flat enamel has been approved 
by Underwriters’ Laboratories, 
and is equal in appearance to 
other finishes. 

Fire retardant paint is useful 
in special areas of the home such 
as stair wells and furnace rooms. 
But greatest use is foreseen in 
hospitals, schools, and other 
public buildings.

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MINIMUM NATIONAL AVERAGE support price of $1.12 
per bushel for 1959 corn crop has been announced by USDA. 
The Iowa rate will be a little below the national figure. The 
price is 90 percent of the preliminary average price of $1.25 
for the 3 years 1956 thru 1958. This is about 66 percent 
of the February parity price. 


SUPPORT LEVELS FOR OTHER CROPS were 
dropped, too. Minimum national average support price 
for soybeans is $1.85 a bushel, down 24 cents. Oats 
are pegged at 50 cents, down 9 cents. Grain sorghum 
price is $1.52 per hundred, down 31 cents. Iowa levels 
will be a little below national averages.

DAIRY PRICE SUPPORT PURCHASES by USDA during 
January were well below those for the same month a year 
ago. This is due in part to increased consumption based on 
a growing population. A 3 percent drop in the number of 
dairy cows is helping, too. But part of this drop is made up 
by increasing production per cow. At any rate, government 
price support purchases of dairy products are expected to 
decline on thru the year. 


* * * 


THE LIVESTOCK INVENTORY recently released by 
USDA shows 3% million more cattle on Jan. 1, 1959 com- 
pared with a year earlier. Dairy cows decreased by 3 percent 
so all the increase was in beef animals. Beef cows are near 
the record high. Beef heifers are at a record number. A lot 
of heifer calves are being held back. This sets us up for 
some big calf crops a couple years from now. 


INCREASE IN CATTLE NUMBERS is a signal for 
wide-awake beef and dairy herd owners. Plan on culling 
beef cow herds closely this year. Cull dairy cows are 
likely to sell better this spring than in the next few 
years. 

* * * 

THE JAN. 1 LIVESTOCK INVENTORY tends to confirm 
the December farrowing intentions. It shows 11 percent 
more sows and gilts while the farrowing intentions report 
indicated 12 to 13 percent more pigs. Unless actual farrow- 
ings go above these levels, there’s little danger of 10-cent 
hogs next fall. 


FIGURES FROM the same report showed 16 percent more 
hogs and pigs under 6 months of age. Only a few—other 
than breeding stock—were over 6 months. Look for sizeable 
sales of slaughter hogs to continue for the next month or 
6 weeks. 

* * * 


PUSH BUTTON HOG PRODUCTION facilities have been 
designed and built by USDA engineers. The equipment 
maintains a constant supply of feed and water. The paved 
exercise area is automatically washed twice a day. Waste 
drains into a septic tank. Right now, it’s a little far-fetched 
for the ordinary farm. But keep an eye on developments 
that increase efficiency and let one man take care of more 
animals. We'll see a lot of push in this direction in the 
next few years. Look back at crop production for an idea 
of what to expect. How many more acres can you handle 
now than 10 or 20 years ago?
